Reorganization  of  Provincial  Council 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Motherhouse,  three  new 
members  were  recently  assigned  to  the  Provincial  Council.  'They  were 
-elected  in  view  of  representing  certain  definite  territories  within  the 
province.  Thus  Father  Lechner  was  chosen  for  the  Central  Southern 
states;  Father  Trotter  for  the  West,  and  Father  Fberhardt  for  Puerto 
Rico. 

Since  there  is  no  such  function  as  "regional  superior"  in  our  Con- 
stitutions, these  Councillors  will  have  only  such  powers  and  duties  as 
:he  Provincial  Superior  may  delegate  to  them.  They  are  not  constituted 
is  "Principal  Superiors"  over  the  territory  they  represent.  The  arrange- 
nent  is  intended  principally  to  assist   the   Provincial   in    the   work  of 

isiting  the   houses  of   the   province.     Certain  other   faculties   may  be 

ranted  from  time  to  time. 

In  order  that  members  of  the  province  may  understand  the  nature 
md  method  of  this  new  proposal,  we  herewith  give  an  outline  of  the 
lutics  now  assigned  to  these  members  of  the  Provincial  Council: 

1.  Amongst  the  24  powers  assigned  to  the  Provincial  in 
Const.  XIII,  No.  108,  a-x.,  they  have  delegated  authority 
to  conduct  the  annual  visitation  as  outlined  in  No.  108-j. 

2.  During  the  time  of  this  visit,  and  only  then,  they  will  pre- 
side at  the  community  exercises. 

3.  These  powers  do  not  include  the  authority  to  transfer 
any  member  permanently  from  the  residence  to  which  he 
has  been  assigned  by  the  Provincial. 

All  other  matters  will  still  be  referred  to  the  Provincial. 
We  here  recall  the  powers  delegated  to  Father  Guthrie, 
as  outlined  in  our  earlier  communication,  whereby  he  is 
authorized  to  make  certain  decisions  of  major  importance 
during  the  time  that  1  am  absent  from  the  Provincial 
Residence.

Father  General  in  Kilimanjaro 


VERY  Rev.  Francis  Griffin, 
superior  general,  arrived  in 
East  Africa  early  in  December  for 
a  visit  with  his  sons  in  religion. 

For  Father  General,  it  was  more 
than  a  visit — it  was  a  homecoming 
for  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
mission  complement  in  this  area 
many  years  previous  to  his  assum- 
ing the  duties  of  a  general  coun- 
sellor in  Paris.  And  the  first  mis- 
sion he  visited  in  Kilimanjaro 
Vicariate  was  the  mission  of  St. 
Therese  in  Arusha,  the  mission  he 
himself  had  begun  twenty-six  years 
ago. 

Father  General  was  met  in  Nai- 
robi, Kenya,  by  His  Excellency, 
Bishop  Byrne,  Very  Rev.  Colman 
Watkins ,  religious  superior,  and 
Father  James  Manning,  vicariate 
procurator.  He  went  by  car  to 
Arusha,  two  hundred  miles  away, 
passing  through  the  famous  game 
reserves  and  plains  of  this  vast 
area.  Most  of  this  section  now  be- 
longs to  the  mission  begun  by 
Father  General  in  the  days  when 
he  lived  with  an  English  Catholic, 
Mr.  George  Savage.  In  those  days 
Father  General  had  no  building 
for  his  residence,  no  church,  no 
school  and  no  companion  to  share 
his  arduous  burdens.

lODAY,  thanks  to  his  efforts,  the 
mission  is  one  of  the  finest.  Three 
priests  are  engaged  in  the  ministry 
at  Arusha.  A  beautiful  church, 
many  schools  and  a  number  of 
mission  stations  are  to  be  found 
there.  It  was  a  great  day  when  he 
was  able  finally  to  make  a  return 
visit  and  to  see  how  much  progress 
had  been  made  since  he  first  broke 
ground. 

Thousands  of  Africans  and 
whites  welcomed  the  General.  Mr. 
Savage,  now  eighty-five,  was 
among  them.  Many  of  the  Goan 
Catholics  who  formed  the  nucleus 
of  his  first  flock,  were  on  hand  to 
greet  their  old  friend.  The  school 
children  had  prepared  for  his  ar' 
rival  and  on  the  day  itself,  they 
paraded  with  their  little  band,  ran 
races,  received  prizes  for  their 
school  work,  sang  and  danced,  in 
honor  of  the  return  to  Arusha  of 
the  founder  of  St.  Therese's  mis- 
sion. 

Father  General  will  visit  all  the 
missions  in  the  vicariate  and  be- 
fore returning  to  Europe,  plans  to 
visit  with  the  many  other  Holy 
Ghost  missions  in  Africa.  But 
though  he  will  see  many  floursh- 
ing  missions  in  his  visitation,  his 
heart  will  always  be  in  Arusha,  the 
mission  of  the  Little  Flower,  pa- 
troness of  all  missions.

Since  that  day,  the 
Holy  Ghost  Fathers  have  main- 
tained and  expanded  St.  Mary's 
our  oldest  work  in  the  United 
States,  and  have  acquired  a  one- 
hundred  acre  cemetery  where  the 
faithful  and  the  Fathers  of  the 
Pittsburgh  area  are  laid  to  rest;  a 
complete  elementary  school  and 
high  school,  a  spacious  convent,  a 
lyceum,  a  rectory  and  a  magnifi- 
cent Romanesque  church.

)ercentage  of  your  total  earnings 
nd  estimate  God's  percentage  on 
he  amount  left  over  after  you 
iiave  paid  your  bills. 

In  discussing  this  matter  with  a 
anshioner,  she  began  to  figure

ary. Actually  she  was  earning

ler.  They  were  simply  put  aside 
or  her  future  use.  She  saw  how 
air  we  were  and  computed  her 
offering  by  dividing  160  working 
lours  into  her  month's  wages  of 
>300.00.  It  showed  she  should 
:ontribute  $1.87  every  week  and 
17.28  every  month  to  the  Cam- 
paign. 


How  to  Make  Your 
Contribution 

On  the  first  of  September  a  new 
set  of  Envelopes  will  be  delivered 
to  every  working  person.  If  a 
wife  does  not  work,  she  and  her 
husband  are  to  make  only  one  of- 
fering. 

Into  the  white  envelopes,  you 
place  your  weekly  offering  for  the 
Sunday  Collection.

Are  We  Askinc;  Too  Much? 

We  are  asking  you  to  give  one 
day's  wage  each  month  for  your 
Church  and  School.  That  is  one- 
thirtieth,  or  three  per  cent,  of  your 
income. 

Jews  and  Mormons  give  one- 
tenth,  or  ten  per  cent,  of  their 
total  income  to  their  Church. 

And,  the  Living  God  is  not  in 
their  Churches.    Nor  do  they  have 
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a  command  from  Christ  to  teach 
in  their  schools. 

The  Indians  who  helped  Padre 
Kino  build  the  famous  old  Mis- 
sions of  the  Southwest  gave  one 
day  of  work  every  week  to  the 
Church. 

Some  of  our  Protestant  neigh- 
bors in  South  Tucson  are  nearing 
the  completion  of  a  fine  church 
built  entirely  through  voluntary 
labor. 

And  you?  Down  in  your  heart 
do  you  really  believe  that  you  are 
doing  your  part? 

Are  We  Wasting  Money? 

Some  people  complain  that  they 
have  to  pay  taxes  for  Public 
Schools  and  then  have  to  support 
a  parish  school.  A  very  careful 
study  might  convince  you  that  your 
taxes  would  be  much  higher  if  it 
were  not  for  the  Catholic  Schools. 

Please  study  these  figures.  They 
have  been  obtained  from  Pima 
County  sources  and  from  our  own 
parish  accounts. 

It  costs  the  Public  School  Sys- 
tem in  Tucson  $19,000.00  to  build 
a  classroom.  We  do  it  for 
$9,000.00. 

It  costs  the  Public  Schools 
$300.53  to  educate  one  child  for 
one  year.    We  do  it  for  $82.00. 

A  Public  School  Teacher  earns 
$3,800.00  per  year  on  a  conserva- 
tive average.  One  Sister's  yearly 
wage  is  $600.00,  including  cost  of 
maintaining  the  Convent. 

A  Public  School  Supervisor 
earns  $4,500.00  or  more  each  year. 


The    Priests    who    supervise    your: 
school  have  had  no  salary  in  two 
years. 

In  two  years  we  have  spent' 
$92,300.00  to  build  and  operate:

This  exposition  of  comparative 
costs  and  achievement  should  con' 
vince  you  that  the  Parish  is  de- 
serving of  more  help  from  you. 
We  ourselves  are  filled  with  a  re- 
alization that  we  must  give  your 
children  a  thorough  education.  We 
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want  them  to  have  the  best  of 
;eachcrs,  classrooms,  books,  equip- 
nent,  playgrounds,  cafeteria  and 
ithletic  coaching.  We  will  spare 
10  effort  to  achieve  that  aim.  But, 
pve  need  your  steady  and  generous 
:o-operation.

Nor  can  we  sit  back  and  feel

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Institute  On  Communism 

2nd  Annual  Presentation 


THE  Second  Annual  presenta- 
tion of  Duquesne  University's 
Institute  on  Communism  closed  on 
January  26.  As  last  year,  the  re- 
sponse to  the  Institute  was  grati- 
fying and  well-reported  by  the 
public  press. 

Enrollment  in  the  classes  pro- 
vided an  excellent  cross-section  of 
community  leaders,  business  and 
industry  executives,  labor  leaders, 
civic  leaders  and  leaders  in  the  pro- 
fessions. The  Institute  was  again 
headed  by  Father  John  R.  Schlicht, 
founder  of  the  Institute  and  as- 
sistant professor  of  history  at  the 
university. 

In  addition  to  Father  Schlicht. 
the  Institute's  faculty  this  year 
consisted  of  Dr.  Cyril  Zebot,  as- 
sociate professor  of  economics  at 
the  university,  Matt  Cvetic,  for- 
mer undercover  man  for  the  FBI, 
and  outstanding  ex  -  communists 
Louis   Budenz  and  Mr.   and   Mrs. 


Paul  Crouch. 

Father  Schlicht  believes  that  a 
complete  knowledge  of  the  three 
phases  as  outlined  in  the  lectures 
is  the  most  effective  ammunition 
that  can  be  provided  in  the  fight' 
against  communism.  His  state- 
ment of  the  purpose  of  the  In- 
stitute summarizes  the  spirit  be- 
hind it: 

"It  is  our  belief  that  the  power 
of  communism  cannot  withstand 
clear,  open  and  true  explanation 
of  its  basic  principles,  its  methods 
and  its  aims.  It  is  further  our 
contention  that  none  of  the  hopes 
and  aims  of  all  the  varied  groups 
of  Americans,  whether  these 
groups  are  based  on  religion,  on 
economic  beliefs,  on  social  aims,  or 
on  political  beliefs,  can  be  anything 
but  destroyed  by  communism.  The 
purpose  of  this  program  is  to  lay 
bare  the  facts  concerning  commu-i 
nism  in  all  its  aspects."

IT  was  my  great  privilege  to  at- 
tend the  35th  International  Eu- 
:haristic  Congress  at  Barcelona, 
Spain,  from  May  27  to  June  1. 
1952.  The  last  previous  Congress 
took  place  in  Hungary  in  1936. 

Our  Holy  Father  designated 
Spain  host  for  this  Congress  be- 
:ause  Italy,  the  originally  sched- 
uled host-nation  had  not  time  to 
ready  itself  so  soon  after  its  Jubi- 
lee Year  hospitality. 

The  choice  of  Spain  was  a  par- 
ticularly happy  one.  [This  nation 
ilone  had  defeated  the  atheistic 
hreat  of  Russia  not  by  force  of 
!ier  antiquated  and  inadequate 
Military  machine  but  by  her  deep- 
iy-rocted  and  sustaining  faith  in 
od. 

SPAIN  impressed  the  hundreds 
>f  thousands  of  pilgrims.  The  peo- 
ple are  happy,  courteous,  obliging. 
They  love  music,  dancing  and 
walks  in  their  beautiful  parks.  By 
)ur  standards  they  are  poor:  little 
adio,  less  television  and  a  mini- 
num  of  the  modern  household  ap- 
pliances we  take  for  slanted. 

The  Spanish  carry  on  bravely 
Hit  steadfastly  without  the  aid  of 
mfriendly  big  powers.  This  na- 
ion  so  belittled  and  maligned  by 
nost  of  the  world's  journalistic 
voices,  has  shown  no  mind  to  col- 
apse  and  surrender. 


Franco-ism  is  far  from  perfect. 
Its  internal  war  with  the  Basque 
culture  and  language  does  not  edi- 
fy the  visitor.  But  Franco  himself 
is  a  big  man,  an  important  man, 
to  all  Spaniards.  He  brought  peace 
to  a  people  weary  of  war  and  hun- 
ger. Without  foreign  aid,  the 
"Caudillo11  defeated  the  fury  of 
vicious  local  and  international 
communism. 

Barcelona,  the  host  city, 

hoary  with  ancient  landmarks,  and 
once  the  national  centre  of  inter- 
nal unrest,  is  slowly  giving  place 
to  progress.  A  city  of  a  million 
and  a  half  inhabitants,  it  cedes 
primacy  to  no  other  world  metro- 
polis in  the  number  and  beauty  of 
its  parks,  groves,  fountains  and 
well-kept  avenues  and  streets.  But 
the  new  construction  is  plainly 
modern. 

The  cathedral  is  an  architectural 
masterpiece.  The  city  is  obvious- 
ly built  around  it  and  the  winding 
streets,  small  shops  and  homes  re- 
mind the  pilgrim  of  other  times 
and  centuries.  The  many  marble 
altars  within  the  cathedral  are 
grooved  by  the  steps  of  thousands 
of  priests  through  hundreds  of 
years.  How  gracious  and  courteous 
the  sacristan-priest  who  furnished 
wine,  water  and  altar  boys  for  the 
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many  pilgrim-priests  who  waited 
their  turn  to  say  Mass: 

IXTY  miles  outside  Barcelona  is 
the  famous  monastery  of  Monser- 
rat,  build  atop  a  3000  foot  moun- 
tain. St.  Ignatius  elimbed  this 
mountain  for  the  great  retreat 
which  preeeded  his  founding  of 
the  Soeiety  of  Jesus.  Today,  pil- 
grims are  conveyed  up  the  height 
by  cable  ear  or  wind  up  the  zig- 
zag road  by  ear  or  bus.  They  find 
the  monastery  chapel  quite  modern 
in  architecture,  a  characteristic  of 
the  monk-.,  who  have  added,  re- 
built and  renovated  it  through  the 
centuries. 

VvHERE  once  Ferrer  and  his 
riotous  agnostics  had  attempted  to 
tear  the  Saviour  from  His  Cross, 
Spain  and  hosts  of  pilgrims  now 
gathered  to  openly  profess  faith 
and  hope  and  give  honor  and 
homage  to  the  Saviour  hidden  in 
His  Palace  in  the  Tabernacle. 

Churchmen,  from  cardinals  to 
parish  priests,  nobles  and  common- 
ers, government  and  civil  officials 
came  to  Barcelona  by  air,  by  boat, 
by  train,  by  automobile  and  on 
foot.  All  joined  in  heart  and  mind 
in  Masses,  Holy  Hours  and  ser- 
mons in  a  continuous  thanksgiving 
and  hymn  of  praise  to  Him  who 
remains  truly,  substantially  and 
forever  on  all  Catholic  altars. 

Different  in  color,  language,, 
dress  and  customs,  pilgrims  from 
the  rno^t  distant  reaches  of  the 
Catholic  world  gathered  here  in  an 


identity  of  Truth  and  Belief  ii 
the  Real  Presence.  One  even  sav 
a  group  of  Chinese  youth  fron 
"Free  China"  and  some  Polisr 
D.  P.'s. 

During  the  week  of  the  Cor. 
gress,  churches  a  n  d  oratorie 
everywhere  were  filled  at  all  hour 
with  devout  worshippers.  Thou 
sands  of  Masses  were  offered 
Holy  Hours  and  sermons  and  lee 
tures  were  conducted  in  many  Ian 
guages.  Pilgrim  priests  registerec 
at  the  diocesan  seminary,  received 
an  official  badge  and  all  the  faeu 
ties  of  the  diocese. 

The  Papal  Delegate  arrived  ii 
Barcelona  by  boat  on  the  day  b 
fore  the  closing  of  the  Congress 
Franco,  high  state  officials,  cardi 
nals,  bishops,  priests  and  thousand 
of  pious  pilgrims  welcomed  th 
Delegate  as  cannon  boomed  ou 
the  royal   salute. 

OD  blessed  the  following  day 
Pentecost  Sunday,  with  bright  sun 
shine.  Wonderful,  happy  cnthusi 
asm  flowed  over  everywhere.  Fron 
noonday  on,  happy  pilgrims  an 
natives  began  to  occupy  vantag 
points  along  the  Boulevard  Franc 
and  every  available  roof-top,  win 
dow  sill,  bus  and  automobile.  Fo 
three  miles  pilgrims  stood  four  ani 
five  deep. 

During  the  Procession,  cardinal 
bishops,     priests    and    seminarian 
and  civil  dignitaries  preceded  th 
Blessed  Sacrament,  enthroned  on 
beautifully  decorated  float,  in  th 
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amous  ostensarium  of  Toledo.  The 
Papal  Delegate  knelt  before   it. 

At  the  end  of  the  Procession, 
:he  Blessed  Sacrament  was  placed 
}n  a  large,  magnificently  decorated 
iltar  for  the  closing  ceremonies,

Edward  Leen,  C.S.Sp.,  by  Father 
Michael  CVCarroll,  C.S.Sp.,  Lac 
tare  Press.    Price  15/-. 

Father  Leen  died  eight  years 
age,  leaving  a  rich  distinctive 
priestly  memory.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  spiritual  writers  in  modern 
Ireland  to  gain  wide  international 
recognition;  his  influence  as  a 
preacher  of  retreats  and  director 
of  souls  was  vast. 

Father  CVCarroll  has  written  the 
present  life  to  meet  a  demand  that 
has  been  constant  for  such  a  work 
since  Father  Leen's  death.  He  has 
had  access  to  all  the  unpublished 
material  relevant  to  the  subject, 
has  consulted  those  who  knew  Fa' 
ther  Leen  intimately  or  worked 
with  him,  visited  the  houses  he 
lived  in.  Father  CVCarroll  knew 
Father  Leen  personally  for  twenty 
years. 


The  interest  of  the  book  is  pri 
marily  the  man  himself — an  un 
usual  man,  gifted,  idealistic,  frus 
trated  but  through  an  indomitable 
Christian  spirit  turning  all  thing 
to  profit  and  achieving  a  very  great 
deal  in  a  relatively  short  time.  A 
man  who  exemplified  his  owr 
theory  that  Jesus  Christ  lived  and 
died  to  make  all  men  happy. 

A  secondary  interest  of  the  work 
is  the  picture  here  given  of  Catho 
lie  life  in  the  new  Ireland.  Fathei 
CVCarroll  touches  on  the  mission 
ary  revival  of  the  twenties,  r^cenl 
Irish  literature,  new  educationa 
theories,  attempts  at  religious  co- 
operation in  Dublin,  and  he  recall; 
a  number  of  interesting  figures 
friends  or  associates  of  Fathe; 
Leen.

Discrimination  Against  Negroes 

Still  Prevails,  N.C.W.C.  Reports 


D  ESPITE  increased  employ- 
ment since  World  War  II,  there 
has  been  no  appreciable  lessening 
of  occupational  discrimination 
against  Negroes,  according  to  a 
civil  rights  survey  for  1952  by  the 
Race  Relations  Office  of  the  Social 
Action  Department,  National 
Catholic  Welfare  Conference. 

The  survey  said  that  economic 
and  social  gains  were  achieved 
during  the  war,  but  in  the  post- 
war period  "Negroes  continue  to 
be  the  last  hired  and  the  first 
fired.1 

The  survey  noted  that  a  third  of 
the  nation's  population  resides  in 
areas  protected  by  enforceable  fair 
employment  practices  laws. 

It  also  noted  that  the  average 
income  among  the  nation's  15,' 
500,000  Negroes  has  risen  to  $1,- 


300,  which  was  52  per  cent  of1 
the  average  for  white  workers  in 
1950.  This  compares  to  a  $400 
average,  which  was  less  than  40 
per  cent  of  the  white  average  in 
1940. 

ONE  of  the  greatest  gains  in  the. 
civil  rights  picture,  the  survey 
stated,  was  the  fact  that  there  were 
no  lynchings  in  1952  —  the  first 
time  in  70  years  when  there  were- 
none. 

The  survey  said  that  of  the  16/ 
000,000  workers  in  the  country 
who  are  members  of  trade  unions, 
1,500,000  are  Negroes. 

The  report  also  noted  that  Cath- 
olics in  the  south  "are  doing  as 
much,  if  not  more,  proportionately,, 
than  other  groups"  to  advance  the 
cause  of  the  Negroes. 
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Father  Lynders 
Dies  Suddenly 

FATHER  Joseph  J.  Lynders  died 
of  a  heart  attack  at  St.  Monica's 
rectory,  New  Orleans,  La.,,  on 
Tuesday,  February  10,  1953. 

While  giving  individual  blessings 
to  his  people  at  the  altar  rail  after 
the  evening  novena  devotions  to 
Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help,  Fa' 
ther  Lynders  suddenly  turned  and 
went  into  the  sacristy.  His  altar 
x>y,  Curtis  Eswick,  followed  him 
and  reached  him  just  as  he  col' 
lapsed  on  a  small  porch  outside  the 
sacristy.  He  was  carried  to  the  rec- 
tory and  Father  Luke  Huber 
rushed  over  from  Holy  Ghost  par' 
ish  to  give  him  the  last  sacraments. 
He  died  at  9:45  p.  m.,  New  Or- 
leans time. 

Just  two  weeks  before  his  death, 
Father  Lynders  had  visited  a  doc- 
tor for  treatment  for  a  heart  con- 
dition but  did  not  believe  it  neces- 
sary to  curtail  any  of  his  pastoral 
duties. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted 
on  February  1 3  with  Most  Rev. 
Joseph  E.  Rummel,  archbishop  of 
New  Orleans  presiding.  Father 
Huber  celebrated  the  So^mn  Mass 
of  Requiem;  Father  Evanstock  was 
'deacon  and  Father  Brooks  sub- 
deacon.  Father  James  Sullivan 
was  master  of  ceremonies,  Fathers

DEDICATION  of  the  new 
community  house  at  Duquesne 
University  took  place  on  Sunday, 
February  1 .  Most  Rev.  John  F. 
Dearden,  S.T.D.,  bishop  of  Pitts- 
burgh and  chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
versity, presided. 

Ceremonies  began  at  4  p.  m.  in 
the  University  chapel.  The  clergy 
xhzn  marched  in  procession  to  the 
new  hall  where  the  bishop  formal- 
ly blessed  the  oratories  and  the 
ntire    building,    the    main    chapel 


excepted.  Delay  in  delivery  of  the 
tabernacle  necessitateed  postpone- 
ment of  the  dedication  of  the 
chapel,,  which  will  be  called  the 
Chapel  of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of 
Mary. 

After  the  dedication,  clergy  and 
invited  guests  returned  in  proces- 
sion to  the  University  Chapel. 
Father  Anthony  Lechner  then  de- 
livered the  dedication  sermon. 
Benediction  and  a  short  address  by 
the    Most    Reverend    Bishop    fol- 
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owed.  Ministers  during  the  cere- 
nony  were:  Decerns  of  Honor:

At  5:30  clergy,  benefactors  and 
onors  to  the  new  hall,  220  in 
mumber,  attended  a  dinner  in  the 
Jniversity  Cafeteria. 

[TRINITY  Hall  is  located  at  the 
xtreme  west  boundary  of  the 
Jniversity  campus.  Constructed 
>f  reinforced  concrete,  with  wire 
Irawn  tapestry  brick  and  lime- 
tone    facing,    the    main    buildine 


measures  160x3 7' 10",  running 
north  and  south.  The  chapel, 
35x25x1 3'  1-3/8"  forms  the  south 
wing,  and  seats  60,  the  community 
room,  37  x  33'2"  x  13'l-3/8",  the 
west  wing. 

Main  entrance  to  the  hall  faces 
the  campus  and  opens  upon  a 
spacious  lobby,  47' 10"  x  20'2" 
(narrowing  to  15'3"  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  west  wing  community 
room).  Immediately  to  the  left  of 
the  lobby,  as  you  enter,  is  the  en- 
closed cloister  walk  98'x9'7",  with 
eight  large  semi-circular  casement 
windows  looking  out  upon  the 
campus.  Also  opening  on  the  lobby 
from  the  left  is  the  dining  room 
3  5  "7"  \  19' 16",  narrowing  to  an 
offset  of  11  '4"  x  12'1",  storage 
room  12'  x  3' 10",  and  kitchen, 
20'7"  x  19'9",  with  completely  new 
and  modern  utilities.  Three  par- 
lors open  off  the  cloister  walk,  one

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10*11"   x    13'5"   and  two    10'2"   x 
14'7". 

To  the  right  rear  of  the  lobby 
is  a  short  stairway  leading  to  the 
first  floor  of  the  north  section  of 
the  building  where  four  guest 
rooms  and  four  rooms  for  the  Fa- 
thers and  Brothers  are  located.  In 
the  first  basement,  under  the  north 
section,  are  1 5  oratories  with 
windows  at  ground  level.  The  ora- 
tories  are  built  along  the  east  and 
walls  with  a  short  wall  separating 
each.  Vestment  cases,  back  to  back, 
form  an  aisle  between  the  two 
rows  of  altars.  In  the  second  base 
ment  are  a  large  storage  area  and 
still  unfinished  game  rooms. 

1  O  the  rear  of  the  lobby  is  an 
open  stairway  leading  up  to  the 
second  and  third  floor  rooms  of  the 
Fathers  of  the  community.  An- 
other  stairway  is  located  at  the  ex- 
treme  north  end  of  the  hall  and  ex- 
tends from  the  boiler  rooms  to  the 
third  floor. 

Thirty-eight  rooms  (19  on  each 
floor)  house  the  Fathers  on  the  sec- 
ond and  third  floors.  A  private 
bath  room  (7'6"  x  4'1")  adjoins 
each  room  whose  average  dimen- 
sions are  14'6"  x  10'8"  x  9'6-3/4". 
Flooring  is  carpeting  sealed  wall 
to  wall  to  the  concrete  floor;  bath- 
room flooring  is  tile.  Windows 
are  large  steel-frame  casements. 
Clothes  and  utility  closets  are 
built-in.  Furnishings  were  pro- 
vided new  for  each  room:  bed, 
desk  and  chair,  bookcase,  easy 
chair  and  ottoman,  desk  lamp  and 


floor  lamp.  Room  temperature  is 
thermostatically  controlled  for  the 
convenience  of  the  occupant  by  a 
special  device  installed  in  each 
room.  Heat  is  supplied  from  the 
University's  central  heating  system 
but  the  hot  water  system  is  com' 
pletely  independent  and  controlled 
from  the  hall's  own  boilers. 

The  community  room,  which 
forms  the  west  wing  of  the  new; 
hall,  also  houses  the  community 
library.  Soft,  heavy  carpeting  is 
sealed,  wall  to  wall,  to  the  concrete 
floor.  At  the  north  east  corner  is  a 
fire-place,  at  the  southeast  a  door 
leading  onto  the  monastery  garden. 
The  west  wall  is  lined  about  two- 
thirds  up  with  book-shelving  and  the 
north  and  south  walls  feature  huge 
casement  picture-windows  at  the 
west  ends.  Birch  ply-wcod  panel- 
ling covers  the  entire  wall  area  of; 
the  remainder  of  the  room.  Fur- 
nishings are  all  new  and  varied, 
from  large  red-leather  easy  chairs 
to  French  provincial  wooden  chairs 
at  the  smaller  tables.  The  room  is 
a  neat  combination  of  utility,  com- 
fort and  eye-catching  decor. 

The  conventional  utility  rooms 
and  closets  on  each  floor  take  up 
the  remaining  floor  space  in  the 
hall.  A  modern  fire-alarm  system 
has  been  installed  on  each  floor  and 
coded  bell  system  immediately 
identifies  the  location  of  a  fire. 

A  more  detailed  description  of 
the  main  chapel  will  follow  with 
the  report  of  the  dedication.

TD  ECAUSE  of  its  sacred  charac- 
*—'  ter  and  importance  any  prog' 
ress,  any  advance  any  achievement 
in  the  field  of  Christian  education  is 
noteworthy.  It  is  altogether  fitting 
therefore  that  with  due  ceremony 
we  recognize  the  construction  of  a 
new  faculty  house — large,  beauti- 
ful and  permanent,  the  realization 
of  the  aspiration  ad  dream  of  half 
a  century. 

It  is  not  that  anyone  pretends 
that  a  new  faculty  house,  any  more 
than  a  new  classroom  building  or 
a  new  science  hall  must  necessarily 
and  automatically  insure  better  ed- 
ucation. Education  is  primarily  a 
spiritual  operation:  it  is  the  con- 
tact of  minds  and  the  exchange  of 
ideas.  Many  of  our  greatest  schol- 
ars have  become  such  in  the  face  of 
most  adverse  circumstances,  as 
many  nob'e  souls  have  overcome 
the  handicap  of  infirm  bodies  to  be- 
come literary,  scientific  or  spiritual 
giants.  But  just  as  a  sound  mind 
ordinarily  functions  better  in  a 
sound  body,  so  can  we  rightfully 
expect  that  earnest  teachers  can 
and  will  do  better  work  in  suitable 
surroundings  and  with  adequate 
equipment.    .   .   . 
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f  the  world.    A  cit;y  seated  on  a  mountain  can  not  be 
hid.    (Matthew  4:15) 

LJNE  can  hardly  take  part  in  this 
dedication  ceremony  without  cast- 
ing back  a  wistful  glance  at  the 
long  line  of  Fathers  and  Brothers 
whose  labors  and  sacrifices  in  the 
past  have  made  this  present  con- 
venience  possible the   very    first 

concession  to  personal  convenience 
in  seventy-five  years.  If  there  comes 
to  mind  first  the  memory  of  such 
Duquesne  immortals  as  Father  i 
Hehir,  of  revered  memory,  and  I 
Brother  Amon,  it  is  because  these 
labored  longer  than  the  rest.  But 
those  Fathers  and  Brothers  who 
labored  with  them  matched,  or  at 
least  imitated,  their  labors  and  sac- 
rifices. Always  their  labors  were 
arduous,  and  far  in  excess  of  duty, 
whilst  their  living  conditions  were 
exceedingly  primitive. 

And  those  who  succeeded  them, 
Father  Callahan,  Father  Kirk,  Fa- 
ther SmLh,  and  those  who  were 
associated  with  them,  all  made 
significant  contributions  to  the  Du- 
quesne of  today,  and  to  the  work 
which  Father  Gallagher  and  his 
associates  have  brought  to  so  happy 
a  conclusion. 

Yes,  these  are  they  who  charted 
the  course  and  led  the  way.    But 


;hey  would  be  the  first  to  recognize 
ind  acknowledge,  that  without  the 
guidance  and  encouragement  of 
;he  Most  Reverend  Bishops  of  the 
iiocese,  without  a  lay  faculty  of 
ioble  men  and  women  who  put  the 
:ause  of  Christian  education  be- 
ore  personal  gain,  without  a 
oyal  group  of  alumni  and  splen' 
iid  student  body.,  without  the 
aithful  employees  who  have  given 
io  many  years  of  service  to  Du- 
mesne,  their  efforts  would  neces- 
anly  have  been  in  vain.  To  all 
ihese  we  pay  grateful  tribute  to- 
|ty,  and  all  these  should  find  real 
iatisfaction  in  the  fruit  of  their 
abor  which  we  enjoy  this  day. 

DUT  a  day  of  dedication  is 
ather  an  occasion  for  looking  for- 
ward. Duquesne  University  ex- 
its today  because  there  a  was  a 
eal  and  definite  need  for  Catholic 
pkication.  The  need  today  is  even 
Ireater,  for  the  progress  of  the 
wentieth  century,  if  we  are  still 
ptimistic  enough  to  use  that  word, 
as  but  complicated  the  business 
jf  living  and  made  our  problems 
§e  more  difficult  of  solution. 

That  our  world  is  such,  all  will 
dmit;  what  is  wrong  with  it,  too 
pw  are  able  or  willing  to  say.  Yet 
without  a  correct  diagnosis  there 
in  be  no  adequate  remedy.  Our 
bly  Father,  Pope  Pius  XII,  in  his 
[test  Christmas  Message  remarks: 

One   would    say  that   humanity  to- 
day,   which    has    been    able    to    build 


the  marvelous  complex  machine  of 
the  world,  subjugating  to  its  serv- 
ice the  tremendous  forces  of  nature, 
now  appears  incapable  of  controlling 
these  forcrces— as  though  the  rudder 
has  slipepd  from  its  hands— and  so 
it  is  in  peril  of  being  overthrown 
and   crushed   by  them. 

Certainly  the  insufficiency  of  man 
becomes  more  painfully  apparent 
with  the  passing  years.  With  all 
the  accumulated  knowledge  of  the 
centuries  man  grows  less  expert  in 
directing  the  destinies  of  the  world. 
Today  local  disturbances  quickly 
become  international  situations; 
wars  which  were  formerly  unusual 
and  far-between  have  become  fre- 
quent, almost  continuous;  and  be- 
tween wars  we  have  or  barely 
manage  to  fight  off  depressions  of 
want  and  suffering.  So  much  so 
that  the  cynic  asks  if  our  economy 
has  been  geared  to  war  and  made 
dependent  upon  it.  That  would 
mean  that  we  sustain  life  only  by 
killing.  Such  thoughts  would 
easily  explain  the  pessimism  of  T. 
S.  Eliot: 

Where  is  the  !ife  we  have  lost  in  the 

living? 
Where   is   the   wisdom    we    have    'ost   in 

knowledge? 
Where    is    the    knowledge    we    have 

lost    in    information? 
The     cycles      of     heaven     in     twenty 

centuries 
Bring  us  farther  from  God  and  closer 

to  dust.

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How  Stalin  Lost  the  Negro 


BECAUSE  Joseph  Stalin  did 
not  accept  the  facts  that  the 
American  Negro  is  deeply  religious 
and  staunchly  American,  the  Com- 
munist party  line  has  failed  to  get 
this  strong  minority  support. 

So  believes  Paul  Crouch,  ex- 
communist  now  aiding  the  United 
States  Government's  search  foi 
party  members  and  fellow-travel 
lers.  In  a  lecture  at  Duquesne 
University's  second  annual  (1952 
53)  Institute  on  Communism,  Mr 
Crouch  exposed  the  party  line  on 
the  use  of  race  and  ether  minority 
problems  for  propaganda  purposes 
by  the  Communist  Party. 

The  American  Communist  party 
first  directed  its  attention  to  the 
Negro  on  orders  from  Joseph 
Stalin  in  1928.  It  was  a  time  when 
the  Russian  tyrant  was  popular- 
ization and  imposing  the  slogan 
"self -determination"1  for  minority 
groups  all  over  the  world  and  was 
considered  in  the  party  as  the  top 
authority  on  the  subject. 

FOR  the  Negro,  "Self-determina- 
tion" was  to  result  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a  separate  Negro  republic 
of  the  •"Black  Belt"  m  the  South 
where  they  outnumber  the  whites. 
Three  Negro  students  at  the  Lenin 
School  in  Moscow,  James  W.  Ford. 
Harry  Haywood  and  Otto  Hall 
were  commissioned  to  take  back 
this  program  and  to  go  right  into 
the  South  with  it.    It  turned  into 


the   gravest  tactical  blunder  Mos- 
cow made  in  the  United  States. 

The  Negro  does  not  want  "self' 
determination."  He  is  American 
and  wants  to  remain  an  American. 
But  Joseph  Stalin  did  not  accept 
that  fact. 

Negro  party  leaders  who  op- 
posed the  slogan  found  themselves' 
quickly  fired.  Earl  Browder,  Amer- 
ican Communist  Party  boss,  said 
that  the  Negro  found  disappoint- 
ment in  his  aspiration  for  thorough 
integregation  with  the  American 
people  and  felt  he  might  find  an 
alternative  in  separation  and  the 
establishment  of  a  sovereign  nation 
in  the  Black  Belt. 

Party  line  kept  hammering  at 
'self -determination,"  but  by  193.7, 
eleven  years  after  the  opening  of 
the  campaign,  there  were  only 
1,649  Negro  party  members  out 
of  a  population  of  1  3  million  Ne- 
groes in  the  United  States. 

In  1938,  new  orders  came  from 
Moscow.  Hitler  had  become  a 
threat  and  Russia  wanted  new  and 
stronger  allies.  Roosevelt  must  no 
longer  be  called  a  fascist  but  a  de- 
fender of  democracy;  soften^  the 
line  about  "self-determination"  for 
minorities  and  switch  to  demands' 
for  better  schools,  equal  rights;  say 
nice  things  about  American  gov- 
ernment, people  and  institutions; 
plead  for  cessation  of  strikes  and 
for  peace  between  capital  and  la- 
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jbor.  American  business  finally  got 
suspicious  when  the  party  line 
even  included  praise  for  Wall 
Street! 

The  new  line  worked.  In  Janu- 
uary  1938,  party  membership  in 
the  United  States  leaped  to  55,000, 
with  4,820  Negroes.  In  1939, 
membership  had  soared  to  90,000 
of  which  5.005  were  Negroes. 

Then  came  the  Hitler-Stalin 
non-aggression  pact  of  August 
1939.  "Self 'determination11  re- 
turned to  the  party  line  and  as  a 
result,  the  party  lost  more  than 
half  its  Negro  members  and  about 
cne-half   its   national   membership. 

With  World  War  II,  some  of 
the  losses  were  regained,  especially 
among  Negroes.  "Self-determina- 
tion" went  underground  again. 
Earl  Browder  said  in  1944:  "It  is, 
of  course,  known  to  you  that  the 
Negro  people,  after  the  Civil  War, 
decided  that  their  future  lay  in 
integrating  themselves  with  the 
American  nation  as  a  whole  and 
not  for  separation.  .  .  .,1 

WORLD  War  II  over,  Russia 
threw  oif  the.  cloak  of  friendliness 
and  began  the  acquisition  of  slave- 
nations.  A  complete  about  face 
was  ordered  in  the  party  line. 
iBrowder  was  fired.  "Self-deter- 
mination" was  trotted  out  again. 
F.  Franklin,  a  Southerner  and  lead- 
ing Negro  party  member,  opposed 
it  and  was  fired. 

William  Z.  Foster,  new  Ameri- 
can Communist  party  boss,  in  com- 


menting on  the  firing  of  Franklin 
said:  "There  is  a  fact  we  must 
reckon  with,  that  for  the  most  part 
the  Negro  people  have  not  re- 
sponded favorably  to  the  slogan  of 
"self-determination."  .  .  .  He  then 
drew  the  conclusion  that  the  Negro 
'nation"  of  the  Black  Belt  is  such 
a  young  'nation'  that  it  lacks  the 
political  maturity  to  appreciate  the 

Father  Goebel  Dies 

Father  Henry  Goebel  died 
March  13  at  St.  Anthony's 
Hospitai,  Morrilton,  Ark., 
and  was  buried  in  St.  Jo- 
seph's Cemetery,  Conway, 
Ark.,  on  March  17,  follow- 
ing Requiem  Mass  offered 
in  St.  Joseph's  Church,  Con- 
way. Bishop  Albert  L. 
Fletcher,  of  Little  Rock,  pre- 
sided at  the  Funeral  Mass. 
Father  Goebel  retired  in 
1946  and  resided  at  St. 
Joseph's,  Conway,  until  a 
year  ago,  when  he  as- 
sumed the  post  of  chap- 
lain at  St.  Anthony's  Hos- 
pita,  Marrilton.  He  was  81. 


slogan  for  "self-determination."  .  .  . 
"The  Negro  people  in  the  Black 
Belt  are  a  'nation,'  they  possess  the 
essential  qualities  of  nationhood, 
as  illustrated  in  the  works  of  that 
great  expert  in  the  national  ques- 
tion, Stalin,  which  lays  a  firm  basis 
for    the    "self-determination"    slo- 
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IN  spite  of  Moscows  efforts,  few 
American  Negroes  now  belong  to 
the  American  Communist  Party. 
Stalin's  tactics  have  alienated  all 
religious  and  loyal  American  Ne- 
groes. Moscow  shouted  for  social 
equality;  the  American  Negro 
would  prefer  educational  and  eco- 
nomic equality.  Moscow  hates  all 
religions;  the  deeply  religious 
American  Negro  revolts  against  all 
attacks  on  the  Bible  and  religion. 
Moscow  uses  occasions  like  the 
Scottsboro  case  for  campaigns  of 
street  demonstrations,  parades  and 
class  hatred  to  recruit  members; 
the  American  Negro  believes  in 
law  and  all  civil  rights  legally  won 
and  established. 

Mr.  Crouch  suggests  that  the 
work  of  prominent  Negroes  who 
fight  Communism  should  be  pub- 
licized in  every  community  in  the 
country.  Ministers  of  religion  and 
Negro  civic  leaders  should  join 
with  Negro  ex-communists  who 
fight    bravely    the    menace    whose 


viciousness  they  now  recognize,  to 
present  a  united  front  against  all 
efforts  to  divide  and  destroy  the 
integration  of  the  Negro  with  the 
America  he  loves  and  belongs  to. 

Fronts  like  the  S.  C.  E.  F. 
(Southern  Conference  Education 
Fund,  Inc.),  successor  to  the 
notorious  Southern  Conference  for 
Human  Welfare,  should  be  ex- 
posed and  snuffed  out.  The  work 
of  like  fronts  in  the  educational 
field  is  so  subtle  and  crafty  that 
civic-minded  people  should  avail 
themselves  of  such  agencies  as  the 
House  Commitee  on  Un-American 
Activities  and  the  F.  B.  I.  to  keep 
constantly  informed  and  alerted. 

The  book  Communism  Versus 
the  N[egro,  by  William  A.  Nolan, 
professor  with  the  Institute  of  So- 
cial Order  of  St.  Louis  Univer- 
sity, is  recommended  by  Mr. 
Crouch  as  an  excellent  study  of 
Communist  methods  of  working 
among  the  Negroes.

\  chief  endeavor  will  be 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
parish  sincerely,  consistently 
and  honestly.  I  will  hold  high 
the  banner  of  the  Holv  Ghost 
Fathers." 

Fr.  Lynders.  who  wrote  those 
words  to  his  Provincial  in  1950, 
wras  blessing  his  people  at  eve- 
ning devotions  when  the  call 
came:  "Thou  good  and  faithful 
1  servant    .    .    .  It    was    at    St. 

Monica's    rectory    in    New    Or- 
leans. February  10,   1953. 

His  zeal  for  souls  was  in- 
satiable, untiring,  in  expending 
itself  day  and  night.  And  all 
this  with  a  quiet,  irresistible, 
humble  charm.  His  was  the 
enthusiasm  of  a  boy  who  in 
the  pursuit  of  souls  finds  fam- 
ily life  too  confining  for  a  great 
heart  that  would  embrace  the 
whole  world  for  the  love  of 
Christ. 

"Paratus  ad  omnia"  had  been 
taken  to  heart  with  a  vengeance. 
An  "all-around  handy  man",  no 
less!  No  task  was  too  menial: 
no  demand  on  charity  too  great! 
Even  though  there  had  been  no 
necessity  and  while  it  is  not 
here  offered  for  emulation,  fac- 
tually, he  had  been  his  own 
tireless  janitor!  This  unflag- 
ging self-effacement  is  a  matter 
of  record  not  merelv  as  Pastor 


but  as  assistant  for  nine  years 
in  Tulsa  where  his  memory  will 
be  held  in  benediction.  Sym- 
pathetic letters  from  Oklahoma 
attest  to  this. 

N  E  V  E  R  demonstrative,  defi- 
nitely shy  and  aloof,  Fr.  Lyn- 
ders had  a  fierce  spiritual  af- 
fection for  the  souls  of  his  peo- 
ple. And  the  children?  Almost 
every  recess  found  him  mingling 
with  these  choice  souls  of 
Christ.  \\  as  it  in  Arkansas,  in 
Tulsa  or  in  New  Orleans,  he 
left  behind  him  a  well-organ- 
ized drum  and  bugle  corps.  It 
was  his  outstanding  talent.  An 
accomplished  artist,  he  under- 
stood the  drum  and  bugle  and 
was  exceptionally  gifted  in  han- 
dling and  teaching  these  instru- 
ments. The  number  of  Masses 
which  the  children  have  person- 
ally requested  stands  proof  to 
their  loving  gratitude. 

Aware  of  his  parochial  and 
diocesan  interest  Bishop  Mc- 
Guinness  of  Oklahoma  wrote,  "I 
am  grateful  for  all  that  you 
have  done  while  in  the  diocese." 
Bishop  Fletcher  of  Little  Rock 
extended  himself  to  pay  this 
tribute  in  September,  1950: 
"You  belong  to  that  fine  group 
of  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  who  have 
so  faithfully  served  our  Mission^ 
in    Arkansas."    Nor    was    Arch- 
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bishop  Rummel  of  New  Or- 
leans less  generous.  He  repeat- 
edly expressed  his  pleasure  with 
the  progress  of  St.  Monica's  in 
the  past  three  years. 

W  liile  Fr.  Lynders  stubbornly 
shouldered  more  than  his  share 
of  parish  work,  he  wanted  to 
take  all  the  baptisms,  all  the 
marriages,  all  the  funerals,  all 
the  sick  calls  and  all  the  cate- 
chizing- He  never  left  the  par- 
ish grounds  beyond  the  call  of 
duty.    His  assistants  practically

Lynders  this  trait  was  uncom- 
mon, uncommon  as  is  a  die, 
the  matrix  for  multiplications 
of  every  similar  piece  of  ma- 
chinery. Fr.  Lynders  was  not 
all  shyness,  he  was  considera- 
tion personified!  Fr.  Lynders 
was  a  truly  charitable  man.  No 
Father  of  bis  household,  from 
the  younger  to  the  older  assis- 
tant, ever  lacked  for  charitable, 
respectful  dealing. 

This  brotherly  love  was  real, 
was  sincere  and  as  such  flowed 
spontaneously  from  the  heart! 
He  was  assuredly  not  a  self-cen- 
tered man.  His  secret?  Quite 
simple.  A  man  of  God,  his  i 
heart  was  uninvolved;  we  might 
repeat  that:  his  heart  was  un- 
involved.    No    affection,    no    at-

lood.  sapped  the  source  of 
Brotherly  love!  The  source?  An 
intrammeled  heart!

The  secrets  are  to  keep  tak- 
fig  pictures  up  close  I  fifteen 
eet  and  under)  and  to  tell 
lories.  Instead  of  taking  one 
r  two  snapshots  of  an  event, 
loot  a  picture  story. 

Keep  it  simple,  at  least  to  be- 
in  with,  and  steer  clear  of  sub- 

cts  like  magnificent  churches 
nd  buildings  which  you  see  in 
bur  town  but  certainly  not  in 
our  section  of  town  among  the 
bor  negroes.     Select  a  subject. 


preferably  a  simple  one,  which 
requires  not  more  than  five  or 
ten   pictures. 

Write  a  shooting  script.  \ou 
don't  have  to  be  a  "writer"  to 
do  this.  It's  only  a  list  of  shots 
to  take.  Visualize  the  pictures 
you  will  need.  What  are  the 
things  you  have  to  show  in 
your  story?  Who  are  the  peo- 
ple in  it?  What  are  they  do- 
ing? 

And  speaking  of  people,  you 
don't  have  to  have  the  whole 
parish  in  your  picture.  Get  a 
representative  grouping,  just 
enough  to  give  a  reader  the 
idea.      And   you    don't   have    to

have  everybody's  head  and  toes 
in  every  picture.  A  good  rule 
to  remember  is:  the  more  heads 
and  toes  your  picture  has,  the 
less  eyes  and  nose.

Shoot  the  scenes  you  have 
listed  in  your  script.  After  you 
have  them  all,  make  any  ad- 
ditional pictures  that  suggest 
themselves.  Keep  your  main 
idea  in  mind  all  the  time.  Be 
careful  not  to  get  off  the  track.

Do  not  include  any  picture  un 
less  it  can  stand  on  its  own  feel 
and  adds  information  and  idea 
not  found  in  other  pictures.

This  is  where  yoi 
assume  the  role  of  the  hard 
hoiled  magazine  editor  and  ge 
a  faint  idea  of  what  he  has  U 
go  through  and  discard  to  ge 
a  picture  story. 

That's  all  unless  you  want  t< 
test  your  completed  pictun 
story  on  a  stranger.  Do  not  tel 
him  anything.  Do  not  yield  tt 
the  temptation  to  explain  every 
thin»    he    should    yet    from    tin

pictures  themselves.  If  he  reads 
your  picture  story  and  then 
has  any  questions,  it  shows 
your  story  is  not  clear  and  com- 
plete. Find  out  what  is  not 
clear,  then  go  ahead  and  make 
more  pictures,  or  rewrite  your 
captions  until  words  and  images 
blend  together  in  a  perfect  pic- 
ture story. 

Finally,  here's  a  practical  sug- 
gestion: shoot  names,  signs  and 
other  descriptive  labels.  Cattle 
brands,     street     signs,     building 


names — these  provide  their  own 
sub-titles.  A  picture  story  of  a 
trip  should  include  photos  of 
names,  places  seen,  crossroads, 
milestones,  highest  or  lowest 
points,  doorways,  entrances  and 
exits.  These  photos  will  help 
considerably  in  rounding  out 
any  story  and  give  it  a  feeling 
of  authenticity.  In  some  cases, 
they  may  simply  reproduce  the 
name  or  description  of  an  his- 
toric spot.  More  often,  people 
or  events  will  be  included  in  the 
scene.

So  be  on  the  lookout  to  shoot 
gignposts  of  any  kind,  whether 
you're  filming  a  picture  story,  a 
slide-film  sequence  or  a  home 
movie  narrative. 

And  a  good  question  to  keep 
asking  yourself  is:  does  the 
Provincial  office,  Mission  News 
or  Our  Province  have  a  com- 
plete   picture    of    my    mission? 


Its  buildings,  inside  and  out,  it 
people  in  their  parochial  activi 
tes,  their  dwellings  and  occupa 
tions? 

If  you  want  the  Province  fc 
get  better  publicity  in  moderi 
journalism,  you  can  help  won 
derfully  by  getting  picture 
stories  into  the  hands  of  Fathe 
Provincial  and  his  editors.

Dear  Confreres: 

Since  we  first  received  word 
of  the  death  of  Father  Joseph 
Otto  on  Saturday,  April  11, 
many  members  of  the  province 
have  heen  asking  me  about  the 
nature  of  his  illness  and  the 
circumstances  of  his  death.  A 
few  days  ago  I  received  from 
Father  Watkins  the  following 
information,  which  I  have  in 
meantime  conveyed  to  his  fam-

ily  in  Philadelphia,  and  which 
1  know  will  be  of  interest  to 
all  of  us  in  the  province: 

'"Father  Otto  became  ill  with 
a  touch  of  the  flu  on  Monday, 
March  23.  About  a  week  later 
he  decided  to  try  to  say  Mass 
but  found  he  could  not  continue 
and  had  to  leave  the  altar.  On 
April  1  the  doctor  was  called 
and  told  him  to  stay  in  bed 
and  rest. 

"On  Easter  Sunday  he  got  up 
and  started  to  say  Mass  about 
8:15.  Whilst  saying  the  Ora- 
tions— without  warning — he  fell 
straight  back  and  struck  the 
back  of  his  head.  He  was  car 
ried  to  the  sacristy,  revived  and 
walked  to  his  room  with   help. 

"On  Easter  Monday  Father 
Manning  went  to  the  hospital 
in  Moshi  to  arrange  admittance. 
By  the  time  he  had  returned 
Father  Otto  had  taken  a  turn 
for  the  worse  and  the  local  doc- 
tor was  called  in  again.  He  ad- 
ministered penicillin  and  heart 
injections  and  decided  the  pa- 
tient could  not  yet  be  removed 
to  the  hospital.  That  evening, 
his  twin  brother,  Father  Stan- 
ley was  called  from  Kibosho. 

"Father  Joe  remained  in  a 
critical     condition     throughout 


68 


Monday  night,  receiving  peri- 
odic heart  injections.  He  rallied 
early  Tuesday  morning.  At  that 
time  the  doctor  was  surprised 
at  his  apparent  recovery.  He 
was  weak  but  in  good  form  all 
day  Tuesday. 

""On  Wednesday  morning  he 
went  into  a  coma  and  the  doc- 
tor suspected  a  hemorrhage  of 
the  brain  as  a  result  of  the  fall; 
he  decided  to  remove  him  to 
the  hospital  at  Moshi.  The  Gov- 
ernment doctor  confirmed  the 
diagnosis  and  the  hospital  staff 
did  all  they  could  for  him. 

"'His  condition  remained  un- 
changed throughout  Wednesday 
and  Thursday.  On  Friday  morn- 
ing he  rallied  slightly  but  then 
quickly  weakened  and  without 
regaining  consciousness,  he  died 
cjuietly  at  6  p.  m.,  Friday, 
April  10." 

The  Bishop,  Father  Wat- 
kins,  Father  Stanley  Otto, 
Fathers  Manning,  Neville, 
Noppinger,  Carr  and  Walsh 
were  with  him  at  the  end. 
Whilst    he    was    still    conscious, 


he  received  Extreme  Unction, 
Holy  Viaticum,  renewed  his 
vows,  and  received  the  last 
blessing.  He  died  while  the 
prayers  for  the  last  agony  were 
being  finished. 

The  body  was  removed  to 
Kilema  and  the  Pontificial  Fu- 
neral Mass  was  celebrated  on 
Saturday,  the  11th.  Here  at 
home  a  Funeral  Mass  was  ar- 
ranged in  Father  Otto's  home 
parish  of  St.  Barnabas  in  West 
Philadelphia.  I  had  the  privi- 
lege of  celebrating  the  Funeral 
Mass  and  Father  James  White, 
Sr.,  was  deacon  and  Father 
Francis  McGowan,  subdeacon. 
Father  James  Mangan,  who  was 
stationed  with  Father  Joe  Otto 
at  Kilema  for  the  entire  time 
that  he  was  in  Africa,  delivered 
the  eulogy. 

Asking  your  continued  pray- 
ers for  the  first  American  con- 
frere to  lay  down  his  life  in

,OCATED  in  Trinity  Hall, 
new  community  house  at  Du- 
quesne University,  the  chapel 
of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of 
Mary  was  dedicated  on  Satur- 
day, April  11.  At  the  private 
ceremony,  attended  by  the 
Fathers  and  Brothers  of  the 
community  only,  Father  Vernon 
Gallagher,  superior,  presided. 


Forming  the  south  wing  of 
Trinity  Hall,  the  contemporary 
Romanesque  chapel  measures 
35x25xl3'l%",  seats  60,  and 
because  of  the  high,  small, 
sealed  windows,  is  ventillated 
by  air-conditioning. 

The  unique  marble  flooring  is 
laid  in  a  random  rectangular 
pattern  of  eight  different  colors.

Brothers  of  the  Province  of  Hol- 
land carved  the  choir  stalls  of 
solid,  hlond  oak.

Father  William  Crowley,  of 
the  Duquesne  community,  de- 
signed the  windows  executed 
at  the  Henry  Hurst  Studios  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.  The  windows 
depict  in  original  symbols,  the 
life  and  work  of  the  five  great 


Greek  doctors  of  the  church : 
Saints  John  Chrysostom,  Basil. 
Cyril  of  Alexandria,  Athanasius 
and  Gregory  Nazianzen;  and 
the  five  great  Latin  doctors: 
Saints  Augustine,  Ambrose,  Jer- 
ome, Gregory  the  Great  and 
Thomas  Aquinas. 

1  HE  steps,  predella  and  base- 
board of  the  altar  are  of  an- 
tique verde  (green)  marble. 
The  altar  itself  was  designed 
and  executed  by  Eloy  Brom  of 


Deer 
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Utrecht.  Holland.  The  marble 
is  tan.  green-veined  Hauteville, 
with  a  bronze  device  on  the 
face  combining  the  Chi  Rho 
and  Alpha  Omega  characters. 
The  tabernacle  is  free-standing, 
of  gold  bronze,  with  repousse 
work  on  the  doors  symbolic  of 
the  Blessed  Sacrament:  loaves, 
fishes  and  pelicans. 

A  bammered-bronze  and  onyx 
crucifix,  with  bronze  corpus, 
hangs  from  the  reredos  just 
above  the  tower  of  the  taber- 
nacle. The  reredos  is  patina 
bronze  separated  into  panels  by 
gold  bronze  trimming  and  gold 
rosettes.    The    tester    is    of    the 


same  material  and  design,  in 
front  of  the  apron  of  which 
hangs,  in  gold  stencilled  charac- 
ters, the  inscription  "Immolatus 
'vicerit." 

The  lighting  fixtures  are  five 
recessed  downlights  in  the  ceil- 
ing and  four  hand-made  chan- 
deliers which  repeat  the  gold  I 
of  the  Stations  and  the  altar. 

With  the  dedication  of  the 
new  chapel,  all  facilities  fori 
community  life  are  established 
under  one  roof  and  the  practice 
of  regularity  no  longer  an  al- 
most intolerable  burden.  The 
community  is  most  grateful  to 
God.

Sermon  delivered  at 
Dedication  of  Trinity  Hall 


by  Father  Anthony  Lechner 


WHAT  can  be  expected  if 
Education  gives  up  the 
absolutes,  takes  liberties  with 
first  principles,  easts  aside  Di- 
vine \\  isdom,  turns  away  from 
the  purpose  of  creation  and  pre- 
tends that  we  ourselves  are  the 
source  of  our  existence  and  the 
end  of  our  being?  Disregard 
the  soul  of  man,  ignore  the  fact 
that  ours  is  a  fallen  nature, 
prone  to  evil,  seek  only  pleasure 
and  power,  deny  your  fellow 
man  the  rights  you  claim  for 
yourself,  and  you  have  the  per- 
fect formula  for  confusion  and 
disaster.  If  you  sow  the  storm, 
you  can  reap  only  the  whirl- 
wind. 

Certainly  if  we  are  to  recede 
from  dust  and  reapproach  God 
it  can  not  be  by  the  same  road 
which  led  us  astray.  Material- 
ism cannot  be  overcome  by 
more  materialism,  nor  secular- 
ism by  more  intense  secularism. 
In  his  Christmas  message,  Pope 
Pius  XII  warned  us  "not  to  ex- 
pect salvation  solely  from  the 
technician's  production  and  or- 
ganization." 

What  the  world  needs  there- 
fore is  not  more  knowledge,  but 
more  wisdom;   not   more   action 


but  more  direction;  not  more 
wealth  but  more  virtue;  not 
more  daring  and  aggressiveness 
but  more  unselfishness  and  sac 
rifice.  These  are  the  qualities 
that  made  our  country  anc 
made  it  great:  these  are  the 
only  qualities  that  can  keep  i! 
great  and  strong  and  free.  Thest 
are  the  qualities  that  inspirec 
our  Founding  Fathers  whe 
wrote  its  charter;  these  are  the 
qualities  that  inspired  those 
who  have  protected  our  libertj 
and  preserved  our  unity.  Ant 
these  qualities  are  the  produc 
of  Christian  education,  for  the} 
are  the  very  purpose  of  Chris 
tian  education.

Was  this  country 
ivided  and  undemocratic  until 
be  late  rise  of  puhlic  and  state 
ducation?  What  Tertullian 
lid  to  his  critics  more  than  fif- 
ben  centuries  ago  is  equally 
pplicahle  today: 

Let  those  who  declare  the  teach- 
ing of  Christ  to  be  opposed  to 
the  welfare  of  the  State,  furnish 
us  with  an  army  of  soldiers  such 
as  Christ  says  soldiers  ought  to 
be;  let  them  give  us  subjects, 
husbands,  wives,  parents,  children, 
masters,  servants,  kings,  judges, 
taxpayers,  and  tax-gatherers,  who 
live  up  to  the  teachings  of  Christ; 
and  then  let  them  dare  assert  that 
Christian  doctrine  is  harmful  to 
the  State.  Rather  let  them  not  hes- 
itate not  one  moment  to  acclaim 
that  doctrine,  rightly  observed,  the 
greatest  safeguard   of  the   State.

H  E  N  we  see  the  havoc 
rought  upon  the  minds  and 
uls  of  men  in  dictator  coun- 
ies  where  private  education  is 
ohibited,  and  when  we  realize 
at  what  has  happened  can 
ippen  again,  we  ought  not  only 
knowledge  the  right  of  pri- 
te  education  to  exist,  hut  we 
Ight  to  defend  that  right  with 
I  our  might  as  the  most  sacred 
titution  of  the  land.    Indeed, 


Christian  education  does  not 
need  the  protection  of  legiti- 
mate government  half  so  much 
as  legitimate  government  needs 
the  protection  of  Christian  edu- 
cation. 

And  how  symholic  of  Chris- 
tian education  is  this  University 
-  situated  upon  an  eminence 
dominating  the  city,  where  all 
may  see,  and  found  literally 
upon  a  bed  of  rock — the  rock- 
bed  of  truth.  "Let  your  light 
shine  before  men;"  our  Divine 
Saviour  once  remarked,  "that 
they  may  see  your  good  woj-ks 
and  glorify  your  Father  who  is 
in  heaven. "  There  is  the  mission 
of  Christian  education,  there  its 
opportunity,  there  its  challenge. 
And  never  was  man  challenged 
before  as  Christian  educators 
are  challenged  today.  Nor  is 
there  any  educator  better 
equipped  to  meet  that  challenge 
than  the  Catholic  educator,  who 
adds  to  his  secular  knowledge 
the  enlightenment  of  supernat- 
ural faith  and  the  guidance  of 
the     divinely     guided     Church.

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For  as  the  Vatican  Council  so 
clearly  states: 

Not  only  is  it  impossible  for 
faith  and  reason  to  be  at  variance 
with  each  other,  they  are  on  the 
contrary  of  mutual  help.  For  while 
right  reason  establishes  the  foun- 
dations of  faith,  and,  by  the  help 
of  its  light,  develops  a  knowledge 
of  the  things  of  God,  faith  on  the 
other  hand  frees  and  preserves 
reason  from  error  and  enriches  it 
with  varied  knowledge.  The  Church 
therefore,  far  from  hindering  the 
pursuit  of  the  arts  and  sciences, 
fosters  and  promotes  them  in 
many  ways.  For  she  is  neither  ig- 
norant nor  unappreciative  of  the 
many  advantages  that  flow  from 
them  to  mankind.  On  the  contrary 
she  admits  that  just  as  they  come 
from  God,  Lord  of  all  knowledge, 
so  too  if  rightly  used,  with  the 
he'p  of  His  grace  they  lead  to 
God.  Nor  does  she  prevent  sci- 
ences, each  in  its  own  sphere, 
from  making  use  of  principles  and 
methods  of  their  own.  Only  while 
acknowledging  the  freedom  due  to 
them,  she  takes  every  precaution 
to  prevent  them  from  falling  into 
error  by  opposition  to  divine  doc- 
trine, or  from  overstepping  their 
proper  limits,  and  thus  invading 
and  disturbing  the  doman  of  faith.

BOOK  REVIEW 


Francis  Libermann,  Convert 
Jew,  Apostle  of  Africa,  by 
Michael  O'Carroll,  C.S.Sp. 
Pp.  128.  Dublin:  Clonmore  & 
Reynolds.  6/-. 

"A  Light  to  the  Gentiles,"  to 
use  the  title  of  the  sixth  chap- 
ter of  this  excellent  little  biog- 
raphy, Francis  Libermann  radi- 
ates an  extraordinary  spiritual 
influence. 

This  influence  has  been  grow- 
ing steadily  in  recent  years,  and 
seems  to  be  establishing  itself 
gradually  as  an  accepted  spirit- 
ual force  in  the  Church.  His 
supersensitive  spiritual  insight, 
liis  indefinable  power  over  fer- 
ment souls,  his  genius  for  mis- 
sionary organization,  the  gentle 
firmness  of  his  Christlike  holi- 
ness, all  go  to  the  making  of  a 
eally  great  human  personality. 

This  winning  personality 
ireathes  and  moves  again  in 
he  pages  of  Father  O'Carroll's 


short  biography.  The  reader  is 
soon  aware  that  the  author  is 
here  engaged  on  a  subject  with 
which  he  is  very  much  at  home; 
there  is  that  easy  flowing  con- 
tinuity of  exposition  which  is 
the  characteristic  of  the  book 
that  has  been  long  maturing  in 
the  writer's  mind  and  heart,  and 
which  is  the  fruit  of  detailed 
and  painstaking  research. 

All  the  aspects  of  Venerable 
Libermann's  life  and  character 
are  treated,  very  briefly  it  is 
true,  but  with  a  particularly  sat- 
isfying exactness  of  apprecia- 
tion. The  choice  of  texts  from 
Francis  Libermann's  volumin- 
ous writings  is  very  extensive  in 
so  short  a  book,  and  makes  the 
reader  long  to  see  more  of  their 
author's  spiritual  teaching.  This 
is,  we  feel,  one  of  the  best  com- 
mendations that  could  be  made 
of  such  a  book.

New  Catholic  Hierarchy 

(Bulletin  General,  Mar. -Apr.  '53) 


BY  a  decree  of  the  Sacred 
Congregation  of  Propagation 
of  the  Faith,  His  Holiness  Pins 
XII  estahlished  the  Hierarchy  in 
Uganda,  Tanganyika  and  Kenya, 
constituting  four  ecclesiastical 
provinces,  namely,  those  of 
Uganda,  East  Tanganyika,  West 
Tanganyika  and  Kenya.  Thus 
the  Apostolic  Vicariate  of  Zan- 
zihar  became  the  Archdiocese 
of  Nairobi,  the  Vicariate  of 
Kilimanjaro  became  the  diocese 
of  Moshi  and  the  Vicariate  of 
Bagamoyo  became  the  diocese 
of  Morogoro. 

That  which  was  done  for  West 
Africa  in  April  1950  and  for 
South  Africa  in  January  1951, 
has  now  become  a  reality  for 
East  Africa.  It  shows  clearly 
that  the  provinces  of  Uganda, 
Tanganyika  and  Kenya  have 
reached  maturity. 


THIS  ruling,"  said  the  Vati- 
can Radio,  "is  the  official  recog- 
nition of  the  enormous  progress 
achieved  by  the  Christian  youth 
of  Africa.  It  is  not  without 
reason  that  Uganda  has  been 
called  'the  pearl  among  African 
missions.'  It  deserves  that  name 
not  only  on  account  of  its  large 
number  of  Catholics  and  cate- 
chumens, and  the  continuous  in- 
crease of  its  native  clergy  but 
also  because  of  the  fervor  and 
generosity  manifested  by  all  the 
races  and  classes  by  which  its 
population  is  constituted." 

According  to  recent  statistics, 
the  total  Catholic  population  of 
Uganda,  Kenya  and  Tanganyika 
as  a  whole  numbers  about  two 
and  a  half  million.  There  are ; 
1,500  priests  and  2,600  sisters.

Y  dear  Confreres: 

The  General  Bulletin  has  al- 
ready given  you  an  account  of 
my  travels  through  the  various 
dioceses  and  vicariates  of  the 
Indian  Ocean,  and  of  South  and 
|East  Africa.  It  is  due  to  the 
excellent  means  of  modern  trans- 
portation that  I  was  ahle  to  visit 
jail  those  distant  regions  in  the 
relatively  short  space  of  five 
months. 

I  need  not  tell  you  what  a 
pleasure  it  was  for  me  to  have 
the  opportunity  to  see  our  con- 
freres and  speak  with  them 
about  their  religious  life  and 
their  apostolic  works. 

Generally  speaking,  i  can

[hat  the  Congregation  of  the 
ioly  Ghost  preserves  an  honor- 
dale  position  among  the  mis- 
onary  congregations  that  labor 
or  the  spread  of  the  Gospel. 


May  we  never  forget  that  that 
religious  fidelity  and  that  mis- 
sionary spirit  are  the  inherit- 
ance we  received  from  the  gen- 
erations that  have  gone  before.

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Father  Henry  J-  Goebel 
1872  -  1953 


Along  priestly  life  came  to 
a  close  when  Father  Henry 
Goebel  died  on  March  13,  in 
Morrilton,  Arkansas,  the  scene 
of  his  early  labors,  and  fittingly 
at  St.  Anthony's  Hospital,  in  the 
foundation  of  which  he  played 
so  prominent  a  part  more  than 
thirty  years  before. 

Few  men  who  live  to  an  ad- 
vanced age  are  remembered  for 
the  work  of  their  earlier  years, 
however  arduous  and  successful 
it  might  have  been.  Another 
generation  takes  over  a  well-es- 
tablished and  flourishing  work 
with  all  the  modern  conveni- 
ences with  scarcely  a  thought 
of  the  struggle  and  sacrifice  that 
went   into  its   founding. 

Father  Goebel,  perhaps,  was 
no  exception  to  this  rule.  Most 
of  us  knew  him  only  in  his 
later  years,  heginning  with  his 
pastorate  of  St.  Mary's,  Sharps- 
burg,  or  even  only  in  his  de- 
clining years  at  Duquesne  Uni- 
versity. One  would  have  had  to 
share  his  labors  in  Pittsburgh 
when  Holy  Ghost  College  strug- 
gled lor  existence  or  the  pioneer 
years  in  Arkansas  truly  to  ap- 
preciate  them.  Even  those  of 
u~  who  measure  the  many  miles 
by  auto  on  paved  roads  between 
Morrilton  and  Center  Ridge  or 


St.  Vincent  can  little  appreciate 
those  same  miles  by  horse  and 
buggy,  in  mud  or  dust,  fasting 
for  a  late  Mass. 

FATHER  Henry  J.  Goebel  was 
born  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  on 
July  20,  1872.  He  was  one  of 
the  earlier  group  of  young 
Americans  who  joined  the  Con- 
gregation's new  American  Prov- 
ince founded  by  the  German 
Fathers  during  the  Kulturkampft 

He  began  his  studies  for  the 
priesthood  in  what  was  then 
Holy  Ghost  College,  later  Du- 
quesne University,  one  of  the 
early  foundations  of  the  new 
Province.  Before  beginning  bis 
studies  he  had  gained  some 
husiness  experience  and  an  in- 
sight into  human  nature,  which 
was  later  to  prove  a  valuable 
asset,  by  spending  some  time  as 
a  clerk  in  a  shoe  store.  He  bad 
attended  St.  Joseph's  parochial 
school  in  Detroit  and  had  be- 
come acquainted  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  Fathers  of  the  neighbor- 
ing parish  of  St.  Mary's. 

Father  Goebel  was  graduated 
from  Holy  Ghost  College  with 
a  B.A.  degree  in  1895  and  was 
one  of  the  first  group  to  enter 
the  Novitiate  at  Cornwells 
Heights,   Pa.,   which   had    been 
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just  established.  Previous  to 
this  time  the  few  Americans 
who  had  entered  the  Congrega- 
tion made  their  novitiate  and 
theological  studies  in  France. 

During  this  period  he  broad- 
ened his  knowledge  of  French. 
He  had  already  a  knowledge  of 
the  German  language  from  his 
parents  and  the  strong  German 
atmosphere  at  St.  Joseph's  par- 
ish in  Detroit.  He  had  acquired 
a  sufficient  mastery  of  it  to  be 
able  to  teach  it  at  his  alma 
mater  before  entering  the 
Novitiate. 

Ordained  to  the  priesthood 

in  Philadelphia  in  1899,  Father 
Goebel  made  his  Apostolic  Con- 
secration the  following  year. 
Appointed  assistant  at  St. 
Joseph's  House  in  Philadelphia, 
his  business  ability  became  so 
noteworthy  that  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  Holy  Ghost  College 
in  Pittsburgh  after  a  year.  He 
served  as  professor  and  treas- 
urer at  Holy  Ghost  until  1912 
when  he  was  transferred  to  St. 
Mary's,  Sharpsburg,  as  assistant. 
In  1914  he  was  named  pastor 
of  Sacred  Heart,  Morrilton, 
Arkansas. 

Today's  Sacred  Heart  parish 
gives  little  sign  of  the  mission- 
ary conditions  existing  in  1914. 
Morrilton  was  a  country  town 
and  the  pastor  was  responsible 
for  the  missions  of  St.  Vincent 
and   Center   Ridge,  ten   and  fif- 


teen miles  away.  Father  Goebel 
had  to  wage  the  usual  struggle 
of  those  days  against  poverty, 
crop  failure  and  consequent  dis- 
couragement. It  was  not  until 
1924,  after  twelve  years  and  on 
the  occasion  of  his  25th  anni- 
versary, that  the  parishioners 
presented  him  with  a  Ford  to 
carry  him  to  his  distant  mission 
work. 

Father  Goebel  left  Morrilton 
a  well-organized  parish,  a  high 
school,  a  little  Caholic  hospital 
now  the  pride  of  the  town,  and 
a  new  church  in  Center  Ridge. 
His  bishop  rewarded  him  with 
the  title,  honors  and  duties  of 
Rural  Dean. 

O  BEDIENCE  called  Father 
Goebel  to   the  pastorate   at   St. 
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St.   Anthony's   Hospital,    which   Father  Goebel   was   instrumental   in   building   and    where 

he   died. 


Mary's,  Sharpsburg,  in  1926.  To 
the  finest  church  in  the  Prov- 
ince, Father  Goehel  added 
stained-glass  windows  and  other 
interior  decorations  to  complete 
the  magnificent  work  begun  by 
Father  Otten.  Bv  December 
1928  he  had  built  a  beautiful 
new  rectory  and  in  August  1932 
blessed  the  new  convent. 

In  1935,  Father  Goehel  was 
again  appointed  treasurer  at 
Duquesne     University     and     su- 


perior of  the  community  there. 
Advancing  years  and  failing 
health  compelled  his  retirement 
from  most  of  his  duties  al- 
though he  filled  the  post  of  bur- 
sar of  the  community  from  1942 
until  his  retirement  to  St. 
Joseph's,  Conway,  Arkansas  in 
1946. 

Six  years  of  quiet  and  edify- 
ing life  followed.  But  in  March 
1952,  his  beloved  St.  Anthony's 
Hospital,      Morrilton,     lost     its 
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chaplain  and  Father  Goehel  of- 
fered his  services.  Morning  Mass 
had  already  become  difficult 
but  he  devotedly  fought  his 
way  through  it  each  morning 
until  late  December  when  his 
legs  could  no  longer  support 
him  at  the  altar.  He  made  sev- 
eral efforts  to  resume  his  duties 
but  by  March  of  1953  it  became 
evident  that  he  would  not  only 
never  return  to  his  post  but  that 
his  life  was  drawing  to  a  close. 

On  the  evening  of  March  12, 
Father  Goehel  phoned  Father 
Dietrich,  pastor  of  Sacred  Heart, 
that  he  wished  to  receive  Holy 
Communion  the  next  day.  Some 
few  hours  after  Communion,  the 
Sister  in  attendance  found  him 
in  his  chair  struggling  against 
the  onset  of  coma.  Long  a  vic- 
tim of  diabetes,  Father  Goehel 
lapsed  into  unconsciousness  that 
afternoon  and  died  peacefully 
at  8  o'clock  that  night,  after 
receiving  the  last  Sacraments. 

According  to  his  wish,  Father 
Goebel  was  buried  in  Conway, 
where  the  Most  Rev.  Albert  J. 
Fletcher,  bishop  of  Little  Rock, 
presided  at  the  Funeral  Mass 
and  expressed  the  sentiments  of 
the  priests  and  laity  who  at- 
tended. Father  Lechner,  pastor 
of  St.  Joseph's  Conway,  sang  the 
Mass,      and      was      assisted     by 


Fathers  Dietrich  and  Strmska. 
In  the  sanctuary  with  the  bishop 
of  the  diocese  were  Rt.  Rev. 
Abbot  Nahlen,  O.S.B.,  of  New 
Subiaco  Abbey,  and  several 
monsignori  of  the  diocese. 

iilS  passing  leaves  but  few  of 
Father  GoebeFs  generation  to 
edify  us.  Only  Father  Wuest  is 
older  in  point  of  service.  Father 
Goebel  was  among  the  last  to 
know  the  pioneer  Fathers  and 
Brothers  of  the  Province.  Cer- 
tainly he  was  a  worthy  link  be- 
tween the  past  and  the  present. 

Serious  by  nature  and  pain- 
stakingly punctillious,  he  was 
an  example  of  the  exact,  pre- 
cise, methodic,  neat  and  prompt 
workman  and  religious.  His  life 
was  always  edifying,  his  inter- 
ests priestly,  his  loyalty  to 
the  Congregation  unfaltering. 
Father  Goebel  may  well  have 
had  the  Little  Flower  of  Jesus 
as  his  model  in  heaven,  for 
like  her,  he  spent  his  priestly 
lifetime  doing  ordinary  things 
extraordinarily  well  for  the  love 
of  God  and  his  brethern. 

May  his  soul  rest  in  peace. 
May  the  heritage  of  devotion 
to  the  Congregation  and  its 
works,  which  he  and  those  of 
his  age  handed  down  to  us, 
never  be  lost.

I  T  is  always  interesting  to 
■''know  from  what  areas  of  the 
country  our  seminaries  draw 
their  candidates.  Statistics  such 
as  we  have  entered  helow  help 
the  members  of  the  Province  to 
realize  where  we  are  succeeding 
in  our  recruiting  program. 

It  is  evident  from  the  figures 
on  this  page  that  our  new  loca- 
tion in  Michigan  has  enabled 
us  to  attract  many  more  candi- 
dates from  the  West  and  Mid- 
west. Considering  that  the  semi- 
nary has  been  open  only  two 
years,  and  is  offering  at  present 
only  three  years  of  high  school, 
the  present  enrollment  figure 
testifies  a  splendid  success  for 
our  beginnings. 

If  candidates  continue  to  ar- 
rive in  the  same  numbers  as 
the  last  two  years,  we  may  con- 
fidently expect  to  reach  a  pro- 
posed capacity  of  about  one 
hundred  students  in  another 
two  years.

French  Seminary  in  Rome 

(Osservatore   Romano:  April    17,   1953) 


|HE  centenary  of  the  Pon- 
■*-  tifical  French  Seminary  in 
R  o  m  e,  which  gathers  you 
around  Us,  venerable  brothers 
and  very  dear  sons,  is  an  event 
for  which  we  desire  to  be  first 
to  give  thanks. 

It  is  not  without  reason  that 
your  institution  bears  the  title 
'"Pontifical,"  which  was  con- 
ferred on  it  in  1902  by  our 
great  predecessor,  Leo  XIII.  In 
1859,  when  the  Holy  Father, 
Pius  IX  canonically  erected  the 
French  Seminary  in  Rome,  he 
simply  set  his  seal  to  an  enter- 
prise whose  entire  purpose  was 
to  link  more  closely  the  bonds 
between  the  clergy  of  France 
and  France  herself  to  the 
Papacy.  Such  indeed  was  the 
ardent  desire  of  the  pati-ons  of 
the  foundation  now  in  its  hun- 
dredth year:  the  collective  let- 
ter of  the  Bishops,  from  the 
Council  of  La  Rochelle  in  1853, 
begging  the  Pope  to  approve 
such  an  undertaking,  gives  testi- 
mony to  it. 

These  then  are  some  of  the 
reasons  for  Our  affection,  with- 
out  mentioning   those   which    a 


century  of  filial  devotion  to  the 
Holy  Sec  have  added. 

DlVINE  Providence,  which  is 
never  mistaken  in  its  mysterious 
ways,  had  prepared  the  ground 
for  the  future  Seminary  by  re- 
storing the  Congregation  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  through  the  work 
of  the  Venerable  servant  of 
God,  Francis  Mary-Paul  Liber- 
mann,  the  hundredth  anniver- 
sary of  whose  death  you  cele- 
brated last  year.  He  was  un- 
able to  see  the  fulfillment  of 
his  desire  to  establish  his  Con- 
gregation in  Rome;  but  one  of 
his  most  eminent  sons,  one  most 
penetrated  with  his  spirit,  Louis- 
Mary  Barazer  de  Lannurien,  was 
able  to  carry  this  project  to  its 
fulfillment.  In  1853,  the  very 
year  of  its  foundation,  the  first 
15  students,  in  audience  with 
the  Holy  Father,  heard  him 
say:  "If  12  priests  were  enough 
to  convert  the  world,  what  will 
not  15  priests  do  for  their 
country!" 

Today,  one  hundred  years 
later,  not  15  priests,  but  more 
than  3000  have  been  formed  at 
Santa  Chiara,  and  we  can  well 
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say  that  the  prediction  of  our 
Predecessor  has  heen  amply 
verified:  what  deep  influence 
has  not  heen  exercised  in  Cath- 
olic Institutes  and  in  more  than 
40  senior  Seminaries  by  the 
pleiades  of  professors  come  from 
your  illustrious  college!  What 
are  we  to  say  of  the  pastoral 
zeal  and  doctrinal  authority  of 
so  many  bishops,  archbishops, 
and  several  cardinals!  If  they 
all  could  have  accepted  your  in- 
vitation, 52  living  bishops  would 
be  here  to  proclaim  openly 
their  gratitude  to  the  Pontifical 
French  Seminary  in  Rome.  For 
the  most  part  they  would  come 
from  France  but  also  from  the 
Missions;  and,  besides,  being 
gracious  towards  other  nations 
and  their  cultures,  you  have  al- 
ways counted  strangers  to  your 
country  among  you,  thus  realiz- 
ing in  your  own  house  some- 
thing of  the  great  Catholic 
union  of  which  Rome  is  the  in- 
strument and  center. 

You  believed  in,  and  you 
sensed  this  importance  and  this 
role  of  Rome,  even  before  com- 
ing to  the  eternal  City;  but  you 
see  it  now  with  your  own  eyes, 
and  daily  understand  it  better, 
the  more  you  become  pene- 
trated with  its  teaching,  its  his- 
tory and  its  spirit.  When  you 
enter  the  Vatican  Basilica  to 
venerate  and  pray  to  Saint 
Peter,  asking  bim  to  bless  your 
priesthood,  you  find  in  the  very 


majesty  of  the  building,  in  the 
decor  and  works  of  art,  in  the 
basic  texts  which  adorn  the 
great  gilded  border  of  the  naves 
and  cupola,  a  veritable  treatise 
"De  Romano  Pontifice."  The 
most  eloquent  voices  of  tradi- 
tion, together  with  Saint  Cy- 
prian, invite  you  always  to  love 
more  "This  chair  of  Peter  and 
this  main  Church,  from  which 
the  unity  of  the  priesthood 
draws  its  origin." 

Closer  to  the  hearth,  the  light 
is  more  intense  and  more  pure. 
Near  the  supreme  government 
of  the  holy  Church,  secular  wis- 
dom, which  should  rule  over 
the  exercise  of  the  priesthood, 
more  easily  and  more  deeply 
penetrates  minds  and  hearts. 
Profit  well,  dear  sons,  of  the 
precious  years  which  you  spend 
in  Rome.  Do  not  be  satisfied 
merely  with  the  intellectual 
work,  which  does  however  re- 
main your  main  task.  The  move- 
ments, the  memory  of  so  many 
saints,  who  walked  the  same 
streets  as  you,  prayed  in  the 
same  churches,  and  exercised 
the  priestly  ministry,  are  so 
much  teaching  which  you  will 
nowhere  else  find  joined  with 
such  profusion. 

IT  would  be  tedious  to  develop 
more  at  length  a  subject  which 
your  teachers  and  your  directors 
explain  to  you  with  the  author- 
ity of  their  knowledge  and  the 
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example  of  their  virtues.  The 
teaching  which  you  receive  at 
the  Gregorian  University,  and 
the  spiritual  and  pastoral  for- 
mation which  is  given  you  hy 
the  Congregation  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  will  make  of  you,  accord- 
ing to  the  well-known  expres- 
sion of  Claude  Poullart  des 
Places,  priests  ready  for  every- 
thing: "In  manu  Praelatorum 
parati  ad  omnia!" 

The  greatness  of  the  priest- 
hood is  in  the  imitation  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Be  penetrated  with  His 
humility  before  the  Father,  if 
you  truly  wish  to  save  souls  with 
Him.  Souls  need  examples  which 
are  more  eloquent  than  words. 
We  know  the  zeal  which  is  burn- 
ing in  your  hearts,  and  we  are 
sure  that  you  will  neglect  noth- 
ing which  can  help  souls. 


On  the  understanding  that 
you  strive  to  reproduce  in  your- 
selves the  mind  of  Jesus  Christ 
(cf.  Phil.  2:5),  you  can  he  pro- 
fessors, directors  of  works,  or 
all  that  the  Hierarchy  will  ask 
of  you  for  the  service  of  the 
Church,  you  will  have  fulfilled 
according  to  your  strength  the 
sublime  function  of  the  priest- 
hood, and  as  a  result,  after  the 
pattern  of  so  many  holy  priests 
and  illustrious  prelates  who 
have  preceded  you,  worthy  stu- 
dents of  the  Pontifical  French 
Seminary  in  Rome. 

With  such  feelings  in  our 
heart,  we  most  sincerely  grant 
you  here  present,  all  your 
alumni  scattered  throughout  the 
world,  all  your  teachers  and  all 
those  who  are  dear  to  you,  our 
Paternal  Apostolic  Blessing.

Record  of  a  Foundation 

("From   the  "Outlook") 


ON  highway  M-17,  midway 
between  the  cities  of  Ann 
Arbor  and  Ypsilanti,  Michigan, 
there  stood  a  sizeable  estate 
with  a  '"For  Sale"  sign  on  the 
front    lawn.     It   was   1949. 

The  metal  plate  on  one  of 
the  brick  pillars  flanking  the 
road  told  that  the  name  of  the 
estate  was  "Bon  Air."  At  that 
time,  Father  Hoeger  had  been 
sent  to  look  for  a  site  in  the 
Detroit  area  suitable  for  a  new 
junior  seminary,  and  "Bon  Air" 
seemed  to  meet  the  require- 
ments. All  that  has  passed  be- 
tween 1949  and  the  present 
might  conveniently  be  placed 
under  the  heading,  "Negotia- 
tions, Purchase,  and  Building." 
And  although  the  limitations 
of  this  paper  force  us  to  record 
the  history  of  the  seminary  al- 
most as  summarily,  the  reader 
will  understand  that  the  trans- 
formation from  estate  to 
smoothly  operating  seminary  in 
less  than  two  years  has  re- 
quired an  enormous  amount  of 
planning,  struggle  and  labor. 

A  resume  of  the  highlights 
offered  by  the  records  will,  per- 
haps, best  serve  the  purposes 
of  clarity  and  conciseness: 


1949 

November — Purchase  of  tin 
property.  Land,  28  acres.  Build 
ings:  large  brick  house,  five 
room  frame  cottage,  two  two 
car  garages  with  four-roon 
apartment  over  one,  outdoor 
swimming  pool  of  reinforcec 
concrete,  40x20,  a  bath-house 
adjacent  to  the  pool,  gardens 
and  an  asphalt  tennis  court. 

1950 

February  —  Father  Weigand 
and  Brother  Thomas  join 
Father  Hoeger  as  members  ol 
the  community. 

March  —  Orchard  of  foui 
acres,  adjoining  property,  is 
purchased. 

May  —  State  Fire  Marsha 
would  not  approve  of  the  house 
for  use  as  boarding  school 
without  extensive  remodelling 
Plans  for  enlarging  and  re 
modelling  are  discussed  by 
Provincial  Council. 

1951 

September  —  The  architect. 
Mr.  Hannan,  of  Farmington, 
Michigan,  submits  the  plans  foi 
new  buildings. 

May — The  building  contract] 
given  to  the  DeKoning  Coni| 
struction  Co.  of  Ann  Arbor. 
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June — Foundations  laid  for 
new  seminary. 

July — Arrival  of  Father  Day- 
ton Kirby,  superior,  and  Father 
George  Reardon,  director  of 
boys. 

August — Fathers  Coffey  and 
Feeley  arrive  as  professors. 

September  —  Opening  of 
school;  19  students  in  tempo- 
rary quarters. 


1952 

March — New  buildings  used 
for  class. 

April  6 — Palm  Svinday.  Cor- 
nerstone is  laid.  350  people  in 
attendance.  "Open  House"  is 
held.  In  this  same  month,  all 
the  building  was  completed. 

September  —  O  p  e  n  in  g  of 
school  on  the  seventh.  24th: 
Dedication  ceremonies  presided 
over  by  His  Eminence,  Edward 
Cardinal  Mooney,  of  Detroit.

DJune  16,  1952 
EAR  Father  A: 

Thank  you  for  the  most  won- 
derful Father's  Day  that  a  man 
ever  had.  Because  of  your  kind 
invitation  to  us  to  visit  Fern- 
dale  yesterday,  we  all  had  a 
day  which  we  shall  remember 
all  of  our  lives.  No  family  was 
ever  happier  than  we  during 
our  visit  and  in  being  able  to 
talk  about  it  after  we  left.  Both 
of  the  boys  were  greatly  im- 
pressed by  the  ceremonies  but 
I  think  that  an  even  more  per- 
manent mark  was  left  in  them 
by  the  holiness  and  serenity  of 
you  and  Father  B  and  all  of 
the  scholastics  .  .  . 

Something  very  wonderful 
happened  yesterday.  I  don't 
know  whether  or  not  you  are 
aware  of  the  fact  that  Johnny 
at  one  time  had  a  very  strong 
desire  to  become  a  priest.  This 
vocational  inclination  has  been 
dormant  for  a  long  time  due  to 
a  discussion  which  he  had  with 
a  priest  friend  of  ours.  I  shall 
explain  thai  to  you  when  I  am 


talking  with  you. 

WE  were  most  fortunate  yes- 
terday in  having  been  given  by 
you  two  such  wonderful  scholas- 
tics as  Mr.  C  and  Mr.  D.  for 
our  guides.  I  know  that  all  of 
the  boys  at  the  seminary  are 
fine  but  for  our  particular  pur- 
pose, these  two  were  especially 
just  right.  As  they  showed  us 
around  they  explained  all  of 
the  wonderful  carpets  and  at 
the  same  time  injected  enough 
comments  about  life  at  the  sem- 
inary to  arouse  the  boys'  en- 
thusiasm for  such  a  life.  They 
are  both  to  be  highly  com- 
mended. 

Johnny,  as  any  robust  healthy 
boy  should  be,  is  greatly  im- 
pressed by  the  virility  of  an- 
other scholastic.  Your  Mr.  D 
filled  the  bill  in  this  respect  to 
the  last  word.  Johnny  thought 
it  marvellous  that  anyone  who 
was  such  a  real  man  all  the 
way  could  at  the  same  time  be 
so  sincerely  and  completely  de- 
voted to  God  and  to  his  voca- 
tion. It  is  sometimes  strange 
how  17-year  old  minds  work, 
but  I  suppose  that  we  must 
take  advantage  of  all  the  op- 
portunities to  use  even  the 
physical  side  as  a  means  toward 
a  worthy  end.

From  our  conversation  and 
discussion  after  leaving;  Fern- 
dale,  I  am  thoroughly  con- 
vinced that  it  would  not  take 
too  much  persuasion  to  have 
Johnny  join  your  group  at 
Ferndale.  What  I  am  about  to 
ask  may  seem  strange  but  know- 
ing my  son  as  I  do,  I  think  it 
is  very  logical. 

Will  you  please  ask  Mr.  D 
to  contact  him  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible and  by  a  progression  of 
letters  try  to  induce  him  to  at 
least  give  serious  consideration 
to  joining  your  congregation? 
[  know  that  the  spark  is  pres- 
?nt  and  needs  only  fanning  from 
the  proper  direction  to  burst 
into  spiritual  flame.  This  is,  T 
believe,  an  opportune  time  for 
Mr.  D  to  wield  the  fan  with  an 


assist  from  Mr.  C,  whose  devo- 
tion also  impressed  him. 

Father,  please  do  not  feel  that 
in  this  request  we  are  foregoing 
the  help  of  your  friendship  and 
prayers  which  both  mean  so 
much  to  us.  As  I  said  before, 
Mr.  D  seems  right  now  to  be 
the  right  means  toward  the  end 
of  opening  Johnny's  eyes  and 
heart  to  the  door  of  eternal  hap- 
piness which  he  can  only  at- 
tain by  getting  close  to  God  as 
you  all  are.

TO  the  writer  and  his  con- 
temporaries, priests  of  a  gen- 
eration, and  more,  alumni  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  College  at  Corn- 
wells  Heights,  Penna.,  there  is 
palpable  proof  of  the  operation 
of  the  Grace  of  God  in  the  con- 
tinuing existence  of  such  schools 
as  the  College,  where  tender 
youths  are  accepted,  mostly 
fresh  from  grammar,  or  grade 
schools,  divorced  from  the  easy 
life  of  the  outside  world,  sep- 
arated from  the  softening  in- 
fluences of  the  home,  and  in- 
troduced to  a  mode  of  living 
that,  for  ones  so  young,  places 
a  premature  burden  of  restraint 
and  responsibility,  which  must 
reach  unto  the  supernatural  for 
perserverance  and  perdurance. 

It  was  into  such  an  environ- 
ment that  small  James  J.  Camp- 
bell walked  in  September  of 
1915,  when  he,  a  starry-eyed 
lad  of  thirteen  years,  arrived  at 
Holy  Ghost  Apostolic  College,  a 
June  graduate  of  St.  Francis  of 
Assisi  Parochial  School  in  the 
Germantown  section  of  the 
Quaker  City.  He  came  not 
alone,  since  several  of  his  class- 
in  ates  entered  at  the  same  time 
with   him. 

W  li  a  t  characterized  little 
Jimmy    was    his    eagerness    and 


his  earnestness.  He  was  anxious 
to  learn,  a  quality  he  carried 
with  him  throughout  the  re- 
maining years  of  his  life.  Re- 
lief from  close  application  to 
study  and  the  restraint  of  dis- 
cipline was  found  in  a  predilec- 
tion for  athletics,  which  he  hap- 
pily engaged  in,  whenever  the 
school's  schedule  allowed  time 
for  them.  On  the  diamond  his 
wiry  little  body  in  its  quick 
bursts  of  speed  reflected  the 
agility  of  his  ever  alert  mind. 
His  preference  was  for  the  na- 
tional game. 

JAMES  CAMPBELL  graduated 
from  the  Holy  Ghost  Apostolic 
College  in  1920,  having  success- 
fully completed  his  academic 
and  two-year  college  course. 
The  Novitiate  then  was  in  Fern- 
dale,  Norwalk,  Conn.  He  be- 
came a  Novice  in  the  Holy 
Ghost  Congregation  in  mid-year  i 
of  1920.  At  the  conclusion  of 
his  Novitiate  year  he  was  per- 
mitted by  his  superiors  to  make 
his  Profession  in  the  Congrega- 
tion with  three-year  Vows.  This 
was  on  August  15,  1921.  He 
then  moved  into  the  select  cir- 
cle of  those  in  the  Ferndale 
House,  on  the  upper  side,  into 
the  seminary. 

Avidly   he   entered   upon    his 
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philosophical  studies.  For  two 
years  he  drank  deep  of  the 
sapiential  springs.  In  1923  he 
was  a  college  graduate  and  a 
philosopher.  Next  came  his 
studies  in  theology;  from  1923 
to  1925  he  applied  himself  as- 
siduously to  the  learning  of 
this,  the  greatest  of  the  sciences. 
Due  to  his  youth  he  was  elected 
hy  his  superiors  to  interrupt  his 
theological  studies  and  go  to 
Duquesne  University  for  two 
years  of  prefecting. 

To  the  School  on  the  Bluff 
in  the  Smoky  City  Mr.  James 
J.  Camphell,  C.S.Sp.,  brought 
with  him  in  1925  his  gracious 
qualities  of  friendliness  and 
will-to-please,  wedded  to  a  keen 
mind  with  its  store  of  scholastic 
knowledge.  At  DU  he  was  a 
sensihle  disciplinarian  and  a 
well-liked  teacher  in  the  sec- 
ondary department.  During  his 
two  prefecting  years  at  Du- 
quesne he  laid  the  foundation 
for  his  future  professorial 
career. 

It  must  have  been  a  welcome 
relief  for  Jim  to  leave  the 
Rivers'  City  and  return  to  the 
fragrant  atmosphere  of  the 
New  England  countryside  and 
to  the  quiet,  scholastic  life  of 
Ferndale  in  1927.  In  May  of 
the  following  year  he  took  Per- 
petual Vows  in  the  Congrega- 
tion, and  the  day  after  this  im- 
portant event  in  his  life,  on 
May    12,    he    was     ordained    a 


Sub-deacon;  a  month  later  came 
the  Diaconate;  and  two  and  a 
half  months  subsequent  to  that 
he  was  raised  to  the  sublime 
Order  of  the  Priesthood,  Au- 
gust 25,  1928.  "Thou  hast  given 
him  the  desire  of  his  heart; 
Thou  hast  not  withheld  the  re- 
quest of  his  lips.  Majesty  and 
splendor  Thou  hast  laid  upon 
him."  Ps.  20. 

Father  Campbell  had  a  high 
conception  of  the  Priesthood; 
his  daily  Mass  was  offered  with 
unction  and  exactitude.  After 
ordination  he  remained  on  in 
the  Seminary  of  St.  Mary,  com- 
pleting his  theological  course  in 
April   of   the   year   1929,   when 


Father    Campbell 
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on  the  8th  day  of  that  month 
he  made  his  Apostolic  Conse- 
cration. 

iilS  first  sacerdotal  appoint- 
ment was  to  Duquesne  Univer- 
sity, an  assignment  that  doubt- 
less  gave  deep  satisfaction  to 
his  pedagogical  penchant.  He 
was  now  hack  again  in  the  hal- 
lowed Halls  of  Learning,  where 
he  wanted  to  he.  "Happy  the 
man  who  finds  joy  in  his 
tasks."  He  joined  a  hard-work- 
ing faculty  at  the  University, 
where  the  priest-professors,  not 
only  teach  many  hours  daily. 
but  also  assume  'ministry  func- 
tions' in  the  metropolitan  area. 

Seven  years  of  arduous  lahors 
were  spent  by  Father  Campbell 
in   the    citv    of   Pittsburgh.     So 


enervating  was  life  for  him  in 
this  beehive  of  activity  that  he 
had  a  breakdown  in  September 
of  1936.  Reluctantly  he  was 
forced  to  rest  until  May  of  the 
following  year,  when  he  re- 
turned to  DU.   But  not  for  long. 

The  Provincial  decided  he 
was  just  the  man  for  St.  James' 
Parish  in  Alexandria,  La.  His 
pastor,  the  gentle  Father  Cron- 
enberger,  had  a  high  school 
into  which  Father  Campbell 
would  fit  nicely  with  his  B.A. 
and  his  teaching  experience. 
For  ten  years  he  ably  assisted 
Father  Cronenberger  in  paro- 
chial and  educational  matters, 
from  July  1937  to  April  1948, 
when  on  the  demise  of  Father 
Cronenberger  he  was  appointed 
pastor  of  St.  James'.

For  two  years  he  held  this 
important  post,  not  sparing 
himself.  His  health  failed.  The 
Provincial  sent  him  to  a  quiet, 
salubrious  spot  in  Rhode  Island, 
St.  Catherine's  Parish  in  Little 
Compton.  While  there  with 
Father  William  Mullen  he  re- 
gained his  health,  and  desiring 
more  active  work,  he  was  sent 
to  the  dynamic  Father  Dan 
Bradley  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma. 

A.T  St.  Monica's,  Father  Jim 
assisted  Father  Dan  in  his  mul- 
titudinous labors.  He  was  a 
ready  and  willing  helper.  At 
the  end  of  a  year  and  a  half 
in  Tulsa  his  health  again  began 
to  fail;  he  entered  St.  John's 
Hospital  for  a  check-up,  where 
it  was  found  he  was  suffering 
from  a  complication  of  diseases. 

His  condition  grew  progres- 
sively worse.  Father  Bradley 
visited  him  daily  to  encourage 
and  console  him,  notwithstand- 
ing the  added  work  that  was 
imposed  on  him  by  Father 
Campbell's  absence.    He  linger- 

d  for  two  months  in  St.  John's, 
when  the  good  God  summoned 

lis  priestly  soul  to  its  reward. 
He  died  on  Easter  Sunday, 
A.pril  5,  1953,  fortified  by  the 
Sacraments  of  the  Church. 

A  High  Mass  of  Requiem  was 

eleb  rated  in   St.   Monica's 

hurch,   Tulsa,   by   Father   Eu- 

jene  Moroney;   Father  Bradley 


preached  the  eulogy;  this  was 
on  April  9th.  The  mortal  re- 
mains of  Father  Campbell  were 
trans  ported  to  Cornwells 
Heights,  Pa.,  where  on  April 
11th  a  Solemn  High  Mass  of 
Requiem  was  sung  by  the  Very 
Rev.  Provincial,  Father  Francis 
McGlynn,  assisted  by  Father 
Joseph  Moroney  as  Deacon,  and 
by  Father  Francis  McGowan, 
Sub-deacon.  Present  at  the  ob- 
sequies were  many  Fathers  from 
the  Philadelphia  area  together 
with  the  Fathers  of  the  Com- 
munity of  the  Holy  Ghost 
College. 

Had  Father  Campbell  lived 
until  August  25th,  of  this  year, 
he  would  have  celebrated  his 
Silver  Anniversary  in  the  Priest- 
hood. On  that  occasion  he 
would  have  been  eulogized,  and 
rightly  so,  for  the  many  sacri- 
fices he  made  in  his  long  service 
of  God  in  Religion.  ( Thirty- 
eight  of  his  fifty-one  years). 
Recounted  would  have  been  the 
numberless  hours  he  spent  in 
bringing  knowledge  to  thou- 
sands of  youthful  minds.  "They 
that  instruct  others  unto  jus- 
tice, shall  shine  as  stars  for 
all  eternity."  Dan.  12.  Related 
would  have  been  his  years  of 
devotion  to  his  Master  in  the 
Congregation  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  the  Immaculate  Heart  of 
Mary  (33  of  them);  his  daily 
Masses,  devoutly  offered,  possi- 
bly 9,000  of  them;    the   count-

less  Confessions  he  heard  with 
patience  and  kindliness  and  un- 
derstanding: his  dispensing  of 
the  Holy  Eucharist  to  myriads 
of  souls,  his  meticulous  admin- 
istration of  the  other  Sacra- 
ments, Baptisms  and  Marriages 
and  Extreme  Unction,  and  his 
earnest  preaching  of  the  Word, 
inspired  by  his  eagerness  to 
instruct. 

These      good      deeds     Father 


Campbell  would  have  been 
praised  for,  had  he  lived  to  see 
the  day  of  his  Twenty-fifth  An- 
niversary. But  the  good  God 
knew  of  them,  when  He  wel- 
comed Father  Campbell  into 
His  Kingdom  with  the  words 
we  all  hope  to  likewise  hear: 
"Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father, 
possess  you  the  kingdom  pre- 
pared for  you  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  world."  Matt.  25.

.  .  .  Just  recently  a  Jewish 
man  came  in  requesting  some 
literature  on  Venerable  Francis 
Libermann,  the  Jewish  convert 
who  later  founded  the  Holy 
Ghost  Fathers.  Unfortunately, 
we  didn't  have  a  tiling  for  him 
in  the  library,  but  I  promised 
him  Fd  get  it  for  him  even,  if 
I  had  to  go  all  over  New  York 
City  for  it  .  .  . 

I  went  over  to  the  Guild 
Studios  over  on  31st  Street  to 
ask  for  any  literature  on  the 
Venerable  Libermann.  Fortu- 
nately, they  had  a  lovely  little 
pamphlet  "God's  Little  Jew," 
telling  the  life  of  Father  Liber- 
mann. 

The  man  returned  the  next 
day  and  I  presented  him  with 
his  request  plus  several  other 
pamphlets  pertaining  to  Juda- 
ism and  Catholicism  .  .  .  He 
now  comes  to  visit  the  library 
daily  and  I  feel  very  confident 
he  will  enter  the  Church. 

During  one  of  his  visits  he 
asked  me  if  it  were  possible  for 
him,  as  a  Jew,  to  say  the 
Rosary.  So  I  tauirht  him  the 
Rosary  and  noticed  that  he  was 
like  a  sponge,  trying  to  absorb 
everything  I  said  about  the 
Rosary,  especially  the  different 
mysteries,  the  central  feature  of 
the  Rosary. 

He  then  asked  for  a  Cate- 
chism  in  which   the  prayers  of

IT  is  impossible  within  this 
small  space  to  do  more  than 
to  stimulate  an  interest  and  to 
arouse  a  desire  for  the  truth 
about  a  most  serious  matter — a 
matter  concerning  which  many 
of  us  may  have  been  the  vic- 
tims of  prejudice  and  deceit. 
The  attitudes  of  children  are 
developed  quite  naturally  from 
what  they  see  and  hear  and 
read,  whether  this  be  in  the 
home,  the  school,  or  wherever 
else  they  may  be  associated. 

A  Public  Affairs  pamphlet. 
Prejudice  in  Textbooks,  by  Max- 
well S.  Steward,  summarizes  a 
survey  of  school  and  college 
textbooks  in  use  at  the  present 
time  in  our  American  schools. 
Other  similar  studies  have  also 
been  made  with  a  view  to  de- 
termine some  of  the  causes  for 
prejudice,  misunderstandings 
and  unfairness  in  intergroup  re- 
lations. 

A  Negro  columnist  for  the 
Associated  Negro  Press  wrote: 
"White  and  black  children  may 
get  their  lessons  for  twelve  or 
thirteen  years  in  American 
schools  and  colleges  without 
ever  learning  that  George  Wash- 
ington had  Negro  soldiers  in 
his  armies;  that  there  were 
Negro     'Minute     Men'     in     the 


States  or  colonies;  that  some  of 
the  'bare  and  bloody'  feet  at 
Valley  Forge  were  also  black 
feet;  that  754  Negroes  answered 
to  the  roll  call  at  the  battle 
of  Monmouth;  and  that  about 
5,000  Negro  troops  fought  with 
George  Washington  when  he 
overcame  Cornwallis  at  the  last 
great  Battle  in  Yorktown,  Vir- 
ginia. 

History  books  never  say  that 
these  facts  are  not  so;  they  sim- 
ply fail  to  mention  the  presence 
and  participation  of  the  Negro, 
and  the  readers,  both  white  and 
black,  draw  their  conclusions 
unconsciously.  I  was  graduated 
from  University  before  I  knew 
that  there  were  200,000  Negro 
soldiers  in  the  Union  armies 
between  1863  and  1865,  and  that 
Lincoln  had  said  that  the  Union 
could  not  have  been  saved  with- 
out them. 

Perhaps   it   will  not  be   long 
before  school  history  will  let  it 
be  entirely  forgotten  that  in  the 
World   War   the   United   States 
enrolled    about    450,000    Negro    ! 
soldiers,  and  that   approximate-    I 
ly  one-quarter  million  of  them    I 
got  overseas — and  that  the  first 
hero  honors  went  to  two  of  the 
Negro  soldiers,  of  all  the  Ameri- 
can forces."

'What,  then,  precisely,  is  the  Mes- 
sage of  Fatima?  I  think  it  may  be 
summed  up  in  these  tertns:  The  revel- 
ation of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of 
Mary,  to  the  world  of  the  present  day, 
in  order  that  it  may  be  saved."

OUR  mission  movie,  "Kili- 
manjaro Mission"  took  first 
place  in  the  Film  Festival  con- 
ducted in  conjunction  with  a 
Mission  Exhihit  sponsored  by 
the  Archdiocesan  Office  of  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Faith  of  New  York,  May  31- 
June  7.  The  event  celebrated  the 
centenary  of  the  founding  of 
the  New  York  office. 

Entries  in  the  Festival  were 
limited  to  16  mm.  black  and 
white  or  color  sound  films  on 
a  missionary  work  produced 
since  1946  and  filmed  in  the 
United  States  or  by  an  Ameri- 
can Catholic  missionary  organi- 
zation.

1  HE  untimely  death  of  Father 
John  Manning  on  August  17 
and  of  Father  William  Holt  on 
August  31  brings  to  six  (five 
still  in  the  prime  of  life)  the 
number  of  Fathers  of  the  Prov- 
ince to  pass  on  in  the  first  eight 
months  of  1953. 

Announcement  of  the  deaths 
shocked  and  saddened  the  en- 
tire Province.  The  hand  of  the 
Lord  is  heavy  upon  us;  blessed 
be  the   name  of  the  Lord! 

FATHER  Manning  died  at  St.

Solemn  High  Mass  of  Re- 
quiem was  celebrated  in  the 
Duquesne  University  chapel  on 
Thursday,  September  3,  with 
Most  Rev.  John  F.  Dearden, 
bishop  of  Pittsburgh,  presiding. 
Very  Rev.  Vernon  Gallagher, 
superior  at  Duquesne,  was  cele- 
brant at  the  Mass. 

A  second  funeral  service  was 
held  at  the  church  of  Our  Lady 
of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  on 
Saturday,  September  5.  Very 
Rev.  Francis  H.  McGlynn,  pro- 
vincial, was  celebrant.  Inter- 
ment was  in  the  community 
cemetery  at  Cornwells  Heights.

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St.  Joseph,  Conway,  Ark. 
1878  -  1953 


WONDERFUL  indeed  are 
the  ways  of  God,  Who 
ased  the  missionaries  Bismarck 
drove  out  of  Germany  in  1872 
to  provide  for  the  spiritual 
needs  of  the  newly-settled  Cath- 
olics in  Arkansas,  many  of 
whom  were  German.  On  com- 
ing to  this  country  the  Fathers 
first  took  up  residence  in  Ohio, 
but  moved  to  Arkansas  in  1878 
just  outside  Morrilton,  giving 
the  name  of  Marienstadt  to 
their  foundation. 

Seeing  the  religious  needs  of 
the  people  of  Conway,  and  sens- 
ing the  opportunities  of  the 
locality  offered,  the  Rev.  Joseph 
Struh,  C.S.Sp.,  provincial,  ob- 
tained from  Bishop  Fitzgerald 
of  Little  Rock  permission  to 
open  a  mission  in  1878.  The 
present  site  of  St.  Joseph's  par- 
ish was  purchased  from  the  rail- 
road for  a  reputed  sum  of  $30. 

In  the  same  year  Father  John 
Wilms  was  sent  to  Conway  as 
the  first  resident  priest.  He  was 
accompanied  by  Brothers  Leo 
and  Genes.  Living  with  private 
families  at  first,  the  three  pio- 
neers moved  into  their  own  rec- 
tory in  December  and  then 
helped  to  construct  a  church. 

1  HE   first   Catholic   Church   in 
Conway  was  a  frame  building, 


60  x  40  and  80  feet  high,  blessed 
by  Bishop  Fitzgerald,  February 
23,  1879,  during  the  pastorate 
of  Father  Richartz.  Meanwhile 
"St.  Joseph's  Guiding  Star,"  a 
pamphlet  edited  by  F  a  t  h  e  r 
Strub,  brought  other  settlers 
fro  m  Swizerland,  Germany, 
France  and  Poland,  and  before 
long  the  number  of  Catholic 
families  had  increased  to  ninety. 

In  the  same  year  a  school 
was  opened  at  the  corner  of 
Deer  and  Locust  Streets  and  the 
Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  were  in- 
vited to  teach.  The  Fathers  gave 
their  rectory  to  the  Sisters,  but 
by  Easter  of  that  year  a  resi- 
dence was  prepared  for  them, 
three  blocks  northwest  of  the 
church.  Priests  and  Sisters  strug- 
gled with  the  infant  school  for 
some  years,  but  trials  and  mis- 
fortune by  way  of  fire,  drought 
and  storm  made  the  task  of 
supporting  a  school  impossible, 
and  the  three  Sisters  of  St.  Jo- 
seph left  in  1896. 

In  1880  Father  Charles  Steuer 
took  over  the  pastorate,  and  for 
a  while  he  was  assisted  by 
Father  A.  Jaworski,  who  also 
looked  after  the  Catholics  in 
Marche.  Disaster  struck  the 
parish  in  1881,  when  a  severe 
drought  followed  by  a  typhoid 
epidemic    reduced    the    number 
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of  families  from  ninety  to  sixty. 
Morale  was  low  indeed  when 
Father  Muller,  a  returned  Afri- 
can missionary,  gave  the  first 
mission  and  inspired  new  hope. 
On  April  14,  1883,  a  cyclone  de- 
stroyed the  church,  and  for  the 
hest  part  of  a  year  Holy  Mass 
wa9  said  on  the  porch  of  the 
rectory  while  the  people  stood 
in  the  yard  to  assist.  By  this 
time  the  strength  of  Father 
Steuer  was  well-niirh  exhausted 
ami    he   went    to    Europe    for   a 


rest.  Father  Eugene  Schmidt 
served  as  pastor  from  1888 
to  1890. 

FATHER  Steuer  used  his  time 
in  Europe  to  advantage,  for 
upon  his  return  in  1890  a  new 
church  was  erected  with  assist- 
ance obtained  from  the  Leopold 
Verein  in  Austria  and  the  Bona- 
fatius  Verein  in  Germany.  This 
church  stood  until  1924  when 
it  was  replaced  by  the  present 
structure. 
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With  the  new  and  larger 
church,  permanent  growth  was 
assured,  and  a  succession  of  pas- 
tors contrihuted  to  this  growth. 
Under  Father  Heizman  (1893- 
94),  new  Stations  of  the  Cross 
were  installed,  and  a  very  suc- 
cessful mission  was  preached 
hy  Father  Aht,  O.S.B.  Father 
Laengst,  of  saintly  memory,  he- 
came  pastor  in  1894,  but  illness 
forced  him  to  retire  after  a  few 
months.  There  followed  in  or- 
der Father  Henry  Muespach 
I  1895-96  I ,  Father  Prosper  Goep- 


fert  f  1896),  Father  Joseph  Roth 
(1897-98),  and  in  1898  Father 
Charles  Laengst  returned. 

The  quick  succession  of  pas- 
tors gives  evidence  of  the  trying 
and  difficult  times.  In  spite  of 
adverse  circumstances.  Father 
Laengst  set  himself  to  the  task 
of  reopening  the  school,  closed 
since  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph 
were  forced  to  retire  in  1896 
for  lack  of  financial  support. 
With  lumber  from  the  old  school 
four  blocks  away,  Father 
Laengst     erected     St.     Joseph's 
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Hall  on  the  church  grounds  and 
here  a  school  was  reopened 
with  some  thirty  pupils,  with 
Miss  Catherine  Herbert  as 
teacher.  Later  in  the  year  the 
first  convent  was  built. 

In  1898  Father  Laengst  in- 
vited the  School  Sisters  of  Notre 
Dame  to  come  to  Conway; 
Mother  Bonaventure,  Provincial 
Superior  in  St.  Louis,  accom- 
panied three  Sisters  —  Sister 
Gongolfa,  Sister  Hermanilda 
and  Sister  Edelburgia — who  ar- 
rived in  Conway  on  October  29, 
1898.  Sister  Gongolfa  was  local 
Superior  and  teacher,  assisted 
in  the  school  by  Sister  Her- 
manilda. Sister  Edelburgis  per- 
formed   domestic   duties. 

The  school  was  blessed  No- 
vember 17,  1898,  and  classes 
opened  with  an  enrollment  of 
twenty  pupils.  The  Pastor  and 
Sisters  struggled  for  two  years 
to  draw  the  Catholic  children 
to  the  parochial  school.  Classes 
were  conducted  during  July  and 
August  in  order  to  release  the 
children  during  the  cotton  pick- 
ing season.  Non-Catholic  chil- 
dren also  attended  St.  Joseph's 
School  at  this  time. 

In  1899  Sister  Gongolfa's  com- 
panion Sisters  were  Sister 
Aquilla  and  Sister  Prima.  On 
May  20,  1900,  Sister  Benoit  and 
Sister  Caroline  arrived  to  assist 
Sister  Gongolfa.  For  more  than 
twenty-five  years  these  three  Sis- 
ters taught  at  St.  Joseph's 
School.   Gratitude  to  the  people 


of  the  parish,  simple  devotion 
to  duty,  a  deep  love  for  the 
Blessed  Sacrament,  and  a  great 
confidence  in  St.  Joseph  charac- 
terized the  lives  of  these  pover- 
ty-loving pioneer  Sisters. 

1  HE  hardships  encountered  in 
the  erection  and  organization  of 
the  parish  school  took  heavy 
toll  on  the  never  robust  health 
of  Father  Laengst  and  he  died 
on  September  5,  1899,  deeply 
mourned  by  all.  He  lies  buried 
in  St.  Joseph's  Cemetery. 

During  the  pastorate  of 
Father  H.  Feger  the  school  was 
enlarged  and  the  number  of 
Sisters  increased  to  four.  Side 
altars  were  installed  in  the 
church  in  1892  and  blessed  by 
the  Very  Rev.  Father  Zielen- 
bach,  Provincial  Superior  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  Fathers.  Fathers 
Titus  and  Schloeffer  conducted 
a  mission. 

Father  Peter  Zell  came  to 
Conway  in  1908.  As  the  senior 
members  of  the  parish  remem- 
ber so  well,  Father  Zell  was  a 
large  man,  physically  and  men- 
tally, and  possessed  of  a  gener- 
ous and  genial  disposition  that 
won  him  and  bis  parish  a  place 
in  the  heart  of  the  community. 
Gifted  in  languages.  Father  Zell 
preached  sermons  at  each  Sun- 
day Mass  in  French,  German 
and  English.  He  cleared  the 
parish  of  debt,  enlarsed  the 
school  and  installed  electricity 
and   running   water    in   church, 
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school,  convent  and  rectory.  In 
1912  the  beautiful  Calvary 
Group  was  erected  in  the  ceme- 
tery, and  in  1923  a  large  hall 
was  built  on  the  campus. 

Father  Joseph  Pobleschek  suc- 
ceeded Father  Zell  in  March  of 
1924.  With  characteristic  deci- 
sion he  saw  that  it  was  time  to 
build  a  new  church  plant.  If 
there  was  any  hesitancy  in  the 
decision,  it  was  removed  with 
the  destruction  of  the  recently 
constructed  hall  by  fire  four 
months  after  his  arrival.  With 
Father  Joseph  to  decide  was  to 
act,  and  steps  were  immediate- 
ly taken  to  solicit  funds  for  a 
new  church.  Sensing  the  new 
spirit  the  parshioners  gave  of 
their  time,  talent  and  money, 
and  the  present  splendid  church 
began  to  rise.  The  cornerstone 
was  laid  by  Bishop  Morris  on 
November  23,  1924,  and  the 
church  was  dedicated  one  year 
later,  December  13,  1925. 

1  0  match  this  third  church,  a 
third  school,  our  present  grade 
school,  was  constructed  in  1926. 
In  September  of  that  year,  the 
I  new  school  opened  with  an  en- 
rollment of  207  pupils;  at  this 
time  a  ninth  grade  was  added 
with  Sister  Primitive  as  the  first 
high  school  teacher.  The  Chroni- 
cle of  St.  Joseph  Convent  has 
two  significant  entries  for  1926: 

Tuesday,  June  8.  the  work  of  tear- 
ing down  the  old  school  began. 
August     10.      Sister     Gongolfa     re-

mained   in   the   Motherhou.se    for   a 
well-deserved   rest. 

An  epoch  in  the  history  of 
St.  Joseph's  School  was  com- 
pleted and  so,  too,  were  the 
years  of  poverty  and  hard  labor 
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of  St.  Joseph's  pioneer  teacher, 
Sister  Mary  Gongolfa.  A  refer- 
ence to  the  early  years  of  St. 
Joseph's  High  School  would  he 
incomplete  without  an  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  services  of  Sister 
M.  Deo  who  served  as  teacher 
and  local  Superior  from  1927-48. 

During  the  same  year  the 
rectory  was  renovated.  To  com- 
plete the  church  plant,  the 
present  convent  was  huilt  in 
1930.  Meanwhile,  the  Golden 
Jubilee    of    the    parish    was   fit- 


tingly celehrated  on  August  25, 
1928.  The  spiritual  life  of  the 
parish  had  grown  apace,  so  that 
in  every  sense  of  the  word, 
Father  Pohleschek's  ten  years 
were  most  fruitful,  and  the 
Catholic  people  of  Conway  will 
he  forever  indebted  to  him. 

F  ATHER  Anthony  Lachowsky, 
the  first  native  son  to  serve  as 
pastor,  was  appointed  in  1934. 
He  not  only  consolidated  the 
progress  made,  hut  enlarged  the 
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grade  school  in  1936,  repainted 
ihe  parish  buildings  in  1944, 
decorated  the  church  in  1947, 
and  then  planned  the  building 
and  organized  the  drive  that 
later  culminated  in  the  new 
ultra-modern  St.  Joseph  High 
School.  Written  larger  perhaps 
in  the  annals  of  heaven  than  all 
these  deeds  was  the  foundation 
of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  for  Colored  in  1948. 
These  buildings  were  erected  by 
the    devoted    labor   of   the   men 


of  the  parish  with  materials 
purchased  from  the  U.  S.  Army 
at  Camp  Robinson.  The  two- 
room  school  was  first  taught  by 
a  Sister  of  Notre  Dame  assisted 
by  the  Misses  Caroline  Favre 
and  Theresa  Siebenmorgen. 

In  1950  Rev.  Mother  Jane 
Frances,  O.S.B.,  undertook  this 
missionary  work  and  graciously 
assigned  two  Benedictine  Sis- 
ters, Sister  Ann  and  Sister  Con- 
stance, to  the   school. 

In    addition    to    his    pastoral

labors,  Father  Lachowsky  served 
as  Diocesan  Director  of  the 
Rural  Life  program,  and  as 
such  was  appointed  by  Bishop 
Fletcher  to  serve  as  Diocesan 
Director  of  the  Resettlement 
Division  of  the  War  Relief  Serv- 
ices of  the  National  Council  of 
Catholic  Men.  With  unflagging 
effort  and  unfailing  patience  he 
secured  homes  and  jobs  for 
hundreds  of  Displaced  Persons 
from  Europe. 

Father  Lachowsky's  state- 
wide reputation  for  agricultural 
leadership  is  not  unmerited.  He 
wisely  pointed  the  way  to  di- 
versified farming  and  thus  res- 
cued many  of  his  parishioners 
from  the  perils  of  one-crop 
farming.  He  led  with  gerat  suc- 
cess the  fight  for  improved 
roads  in  rural  areas,  and  found- 
ed for  practical  discussion  the 
organization  of  Interested  Con- 
way Farmers.  With  all  these 
extra  duties,  Father  still  found 
time  to  take  a  leading  part  in 
many  civic  endeavors.  He  was 
reluctantly  called  from  Conway 


to  head  the  important  post  of 
Director  of  St.  Emma's  Indus- 
trial and  Agricultural  School 
at  Rock  Castle,  Virginia. 

FATHER  Henry  Thessing,  an- 
other native  son,  succeeded 
Father  Lachowsky  in  Septem- 
ber, 1950.  In  weakened  health 
from  his  missionary  work  in 
Africa  and  indefatigable  labors 
in  Helena,  Emsworth  and  Day- 
ton, Father  Thessing,  neverthe- 
less, took  on  the  multiple  re- 
sponsibilities assigned  him  with 
characteristic  zeal.  Not  the  least 
of  these  responsibilities  was  the 
construction  of  the  new  high 
school.  He  had  the  pleasure  of 
seeing  the  corner  stone  laid  by 
His  Excellency,  Bishop  Fletcher, 
but  did  not  live  to  see  the  build- 
ing completed.  On  February  6, 
a  fatal  heart  attack  terminated 
his  valiant  missionary  career; 
he  died  in  Saint  Vincent's  Hos- 
pital on  February  8,  1951. 
Mourned  by  all,  Father  Thes- 
sing was  laid  to  rest  in  the 
family     plot     in     St.     Joseph's

A  new pamphletby  Father  WILLIAM  G.  McMENEMY 

1.  God  is  the  Supreme  Being  Who  made  all  things.  There  is 
only  one  God,  hut  in  that  one  God  there  are  Three  Divine  Persons 
— God  the  Father,  God  the  Son  and  God  the  Holy  Ghost.  Each 
of  these  Three  Divine  Persons  is  God,  and  yet  there  is  only  one 
God.  How  this  can  he  so,  is  beyond  our  understanding,  and 
therefore  it  is  called  a  mystery — the  Mystery  of  the  Blessed  Trinity. 
We  believe  it  because  it  is  revealed  by  God. 

2.  Angels  and  men  are  the  most  important  of  God's  creatures. 
Angels  are  created  spirits  without  bodies;  men  are  created  spirits 
with  bodies.  Some  of  the  angels  disobeyed  God  and  were  cast  into 
hell.  Adam  and  Eve  also  disobeyed  God.  As  a  result  of  this  sin. 
they  lost  for  themselves  and  their  children,  the  supernatural  life 
of  grace.  But  God  bad  mercy  on  them.  He  did  not  send  them  to 
Hell.  He  promised  to  send  them  a  Redeemer,  Who  would  restore 
the  life  of  grace  to  all  those  who  believed  in  Him  and  obeyed  His 
commands. 

3.  The  Redeemer  of  mankind  is  Jesus  Christ,  the  Second 
Person  of  the  Blessed  Trinity.  He  became  a  man,  that  is,  He 
took  a  body  and  soul  of  His  own,  but  He  remains  a  Divine  Person 
— He  is  not  a  human  person,  though  He  is  truly  man.  Like  every 
other  man  He  has  a  Mother,  but  He  has  no  human  father — He 
"was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary." 
St.  Joseph  was  only  His  Guardian  or  Foster-Father.  Since  the 
Lord  Jesus  is  not  only  truly  man,  but  also  truly  God,  His  Mother 
has  a  perfect  right  to  the  title  of  "Mother  of  God."  That  "The 
Holy  Virgin  is  the  Mother  of  God"  was  defined  by  the  Council  of 
Ephesus,  A.D.  431.  Because  she  was  to  be  the  Mother  of  the 
Redeemer,  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  was  preserved  from  original 
-in.  that  is.  her  soul  was  in  the  state  of  grace  from  the  first 
moment  of  her  existence  in  her  mother's  womb.  That  is  what  is 
meant  h\   the  Immaculate  Conception  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary. 

\.  Jesus  Christ  redeemed  the  human  race  by  dying  on  the 
Cross.  The  fruits  of  that  Redemption,  however,  have  to  he  applied 
l<»  each  individual  soul  by  the  Church  which  He  founded. 
through  the  Sacraments  which  He  instituted. 
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5.  Our  Divine  Lord  chose  12  Apostles  to  preach  the  Gospel. 
One  of  these,  St.  Peter,  He  appointed  Head  of  His  Church: 
"Thou   art   Peter;    and   upon    this   rock   I   will   build   my   church 

.  .  And  I  will  give  to  thee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 
Matthew  16  18-191.  St.  Peter  became  the  1st  Bishop  of 
Rome,  so  the  Bishop  of  Rome  is  always  the  Head  of  the  Catholic 
Church.  Pope  Pius  12th  is  the  263rd  Bishop  of  Rome.  We  must 
accept  the  teachings  and  obey  the  commands  of  Christ,  as  ex- 
plained by  His  Church,  for  the  Lord  said  to  His  Apostles:  "He 
that  heareth  you,  heareth  Me;  and  he  that]  despiseth  you, 
despiseth  Me  ..."  (Luke  10.  16 1. 

6.  In  order  to  apply  to  our  souls  the  fruits  of  His  Redemption, 
Christ  instituted  7  Sacraments.  Baptism  restores  to  us  the  life  of 
grace  which  we  lost  by  original  sin,  and  the  Three  Divine  Persons 
come  to  dwell  in  our  souls.  Confirmation  gives  us  an  increase  of 
the  Gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  help  us  to  keep  away  from  sin 
and  lead  good  lives.  We  lose  the  life  of  grace  if  we  commit  mortal 
sin,  that  is,  if  we  break  the  Commandments  of  God  or  His  Church 
in  a  serious  matter,  but  we  can  get  it  back  again  in  the  Sacrament 
of  Penance,  because  Christ  left  His  Church  the  power  to  forgive 
sin:  "Whose  sins  you  shall  forgive,  they  are  forgiven  them." 
(John  20.  23).  In  the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Eucharist,  we  re- 
ceive the  Body,  Blood,  Soul  and  Divinity  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the 
nourishment  of  the  supernatural  life  of  grace.  All  Catholics  must 
receive  Holy  Communion  at  lea6t  once  a  year, — either  during 
Lent,  or  sometime  after  Easter  up  to  Trinity  Sunday — and  before 
receiving  Holy  Communion,  must  first  go  to  Confession,  if  in  the 
state  of  mortal  sin.  This  is  called  "making  one's  Easter  duty."  The 
Sacrament  of  Extreme  Unction  is  given  to  those  who  are  in  danger 
of  death.  The  Sacrament  of  Holy  Orders  makes  men  priests  and 
Bishops.  The  Sacrament  of  Matrimony  gives  special  graces  to 
those  who  receive  it,  to  help  them  live  good  lives  and  bring  up 
their  children  in  the  fear  and  love  of  God.  Marriage  lasts  until 
death.  The  Catholic  Church  does  not  permit  divorce,  because  it  is 
not  permitted  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Who  said,  when  He  was 
asked  about  divorce:  "JT  hat  therefore  God  hath  joined  together, 
let  not  man  put  asunder."  (Mark  10.  v.  1-9).  For  a  Catholic  to 
be  validly  married,  the  ceremony  must  be  performed  by  a  priest. 
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7.  At  the  Last  Supper,  when  Christ  instituted  the  Blessed 
Sacrament,  He  also  estahlished  the  Christian  form  of  worship, 
that  is,  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass. 

A  Sacrifice  is  the  offering  of  a  victim  hy  a  priest  to  God  alone, 
in  testimony  of  His  being  the  Sovereign  Lord  of  all  things.  The 
Mass  is  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Jesus  Christ, 
really  present  on  the  Altar,  under  the  appearances  of  bread  and 
nine.  The  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass  is  one  of  the  same  sacrifice  with 
that  of  the  Cross,  the  only  difference  heing  in  the  manner  of 
offering.  In  the  Mass,  as  on  Calvary,  Christ  is  hoth  the  Priest  and 
the  Victim.  Just  as  He  offered  Himself,  a  bleeding  Victim,  on 
the  Cross,  to  His  Heavenly  Father,  so  He  continues  to  offer  Him- 
self in  an.  unbloody  manner  on  the  Altar,  through  the  ministry 
of  His  priests.  Catholics  must  assist  at  Mass,  every  Sunday  and 
Holyday  of  Obligation; 

8.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Mass,  we  confess  our  sins  to 
Almighty  God,  and  ask  His  pardon.  At  the  Gospel  we  stand,  so 
as  to  pay  close  attention  to  the  words  of  Christ,  and  we  make  a 
small  sign  of  the  Cross  on  the  forehead,  the  lips,  and  the  heart, 
at  the  same  time  asking  the  Lord  to  give  us  a  Catholic  mind, 
a  Catholic  tongue,   and  a   Catholic  heart. 

The  three  chief  parts  of  the  Mass  are:  a.  the  Offertory,  when 
the  priest  offers  bread  and  wine  to  Almighty  God;  b.  the  Conse- 
cration, when  the  bread  and  wine  are  changed  into  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Christ.  When  the  priest  lifts  up  the  Host  and  the  Chalice, 
we  should  look  up  and  say:  "My  Lord  and  my  God."  (John  20. 
28  I  ;  c.  the  Communion,  when  the  priest  consumes  the  Sacred  Host 
and  the  Precious  Blood.  The  Church  desires  that  the  people 
receive  Holy  Communion  every  time  they  assist  at  Mass.  The 
people  receive  the  Sacred  Host  only,  but  since  Christ  is  alive,  they 
receive  therein  not  only  the  Body  but  also  the  Blood,  Soul  and 
Divinity  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  Lord  gave  Holy  Communion  in  this 
manner  to  the  two  disciples  at  Emmaus.  (Luke  24.  30.)  (St.  Aug- 
ustine). Our  Divine  Lord  revealed  to  St.  Margaret  Mary  Alacoquc 
His  desire  that  people  receive  Holy  Communion  on  the  first  Friday 
of  every  month.  At  Fatima,  the  Blessed  Mother  made  known  her 
desire  that  we  receive  Holy  Communion  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
every   month. 
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9.  Besides  frequenting  the  Sacraments,  we  must  also  learn  to 
resist  our  natural  inclinations  and  passions,  becnu  e  if  we  do  not 
control  them,  they  will  lead  us  to  hreak  God's  Commandments. 
The  Church  appoints  certain  days  on  which  we  must  fast  and 
ahstain,  in  order  to  help  us  gain  the  mastery  over  ourselves.  We 
abstain  from  meat  every  Friday,  to  prove  to  Our  Divine  Lord,  by 
action  and  not  hy  word  only,  that  we  are  grateful  to  Him  for 
dying  on  the  Cross  for  us  on  Good  Friday. 

10.  Finally,  in  order  to  stay  in  the  state  of  grace  and  save  ot;r 
souls,  ice  must  pray  often.  Prayer  is  the  raising  up  of  the  mind  and 
heart  to  God,  to  adore,  praise,  and  thank  Him,  and  to  beg  of  Him 
all  hlessings  for  soul  and  body.  When  we  talk  to  our  fellow  men, 
we  look  them  in  the  eye.  So,  when  we  talk  to  the  Lord  Jesus  in 
prayer,  we  should  have  a  picture  of  Him  in  our  minds,  and  imagine 
we  are  looking  into  His  eyes.  We  should  pray  when  we  get  up  in 
the  morning,  and  at  night,  before  we  go  to  bed.  The  Lord  said 
that  we  should  pray  always,  (Luke  18.  1. 1  so  ire  should  learn  some 
short  prayerj  by  heart,  and  say  them  frequently  during  the  day, 
as,  for  example:  "My  Jesus,  mercy;"  "Jesus,  Son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  me;"  "Lord,  increase  our  faith;"  "Heart  of  Jesus,  I  put 
my  trust  in  Thee;"  "Heart  of  Jesus  burning  with  love  for  us,  set 
our  hearts  on  fire  with  love  of  Thee."  We  should  ask  the  Blessed 
Mother  to  intercede  for  us  with  her  Divine  Son,  remembering  that 
it  was  at  her  request  that  He  performed  His  first  miracle.  (John 
2 ) .  "O  Mary,  Virgin  Mother  of  God,  pray  to  Jesus  for  me." 

Good  Catholics  say  the  Rosary  every  day. 

We  should  also  pray  for  a  happy  death,  thus:  "Jesus,  Mary  and 
Joseph,  I  give  you  my  heart  and  my  soul,  Jesus,  Mary  and  Joseph, 
assist  me  in  my  last  agony.  Jesus,  Mary  and  Joseph,  may  I  breathe 
forth  my  soul  with  you  in  peace.  Amen."  A  Novena  is  a  nine 
days  prayer  to  obtain  a  favor  from  Almighty  God.  The  first  Novena 
was  made  by  the  Apostle:,  at  the  command  of  Our  Divine  Lord,  to 
prepare  for  the  coming  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  We  too  should  ask  the 
Holy  Ghost  to  come  to  us  with  His  Gifts  and  stay  with  us  always: 
"Come,  Holy  Ghost,  fill  the  hearts  of  Thy  faithful,  and  kindle  in 
them  the  fire  of  Thy  love."  "O  Holy  Spirit,  sweet  Guest  of  my 
Soul,  abide  in  me,  and  grant  that  I  may  ever  abide  in  Thee."

In  reading  the  lives  of  the 
saints  you  can  see  how  the  Holy 
Ghost  inspired  them  to  submit 
not  only  to  directors  in  the  reg- 
ular order  of  hierarchy  but  also 
to  particular  directors  by  the 
action  of  Divine  Providence. 

Secondly,  when  you  consider 
the  practical  state  of  souls  in 
general,  you  will  observe  that 
direction  is  most  necessary  for 
the  great  majority,  perhaps  for 
nearly  all  souls.

Few  souls 
are  so  composed,  so  tranquil 
that  they  can  understand  and 
perceive  clearly  what  they  must 
do  to  execute  perfectly  the  holy 
will  of  God  in  what  pertains  to 
the  defenses  against  dangers 
and  temptations  and  to  their 
spiritual  growth.

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Father  Curran  Prevents  Suicide 


FATHER  Edward  A.  Curran, 
serving  as  chaplain  of  the 
American  Forces  in  Japan, 
perched  precariously  atop  a  70- 
foot  smokestack  for  almost  an 
hour  on  the  light  of  Septem- 
ber 8  to  persuade  a  confused 
and  frightened  army  private 
from  jumping  to  his  death. 

Military  police  called  Father 
Curran  from  his  quarters  when 
they  spotted  the  soldier  on  top 
of  the  concrete  smokestack  at 
the  Camp  Drake  replacement 
depot  a  few  miles  from  Tokyo. 
The  chaplain  climbed  the 
smokestack  and  teetered  atop 
the  chimney  in  total  darkness 
pleading  with  the  soldier  until 
the  would-be  suicide  agreed  to 
follow  him  down  a  ladder  to 
safely. 

The  soldier  had  first  threat- 
ened to  jump  when  he  noticed 
the  chaplain  beginning  to  climb 
the  steel  ladder  on  the  side  of 
the  smokstack.  At  one  time  in 
his  climb,  a  lightning  rod 
jarred  loose,  almost  dislodging 
i  Father  Curran  from  his  perch 
on  the  ladder. 

A.S  he  sat  on  the  rim  of  the 
smokestack,  Father  Curran 
warned  the  soldier  that  if  he 
jumped  he  probably  would 
cause  the  chaplain  to  fall  with 
him.      Twice      Father      Curran 


grabbed  the  soldier  by  his  belt 
when  the  latter  appeared  about 
to  slip  into  the  chimney. 

Father  Curran  said  he  told 
the  soldier  he  would  not  go 
down  without  him.  The  sol- 
dier, he  said,  "had  been  upset 
for  a  long  time  about  a  lot  of 
things." 

"Finally,  he  realized  what  he 
was  trying  to  do  and  became 
frightened  and  started  down," 
Father  Curran  said.  'He  chang- 
ed his  mind  and  started  back 
up  twice  but  I  talked  him  out 
it. 
When  they  reached  the  ground 
the  soldier  was  helped  into  an 
ambulance  and  taken  to  an 
army  hospital  for  observation. 
His   identity   was  not   disclosed. 

ORDAINED  in  1939  and  mak- 
ing his  apostolic  consecration 
in  1940,  Father  Curran  was  first 
stationed  at  St.  Joseph's  House 
in  Philadelphia.  He  entered 
the  army  in  1942  and  he  served 
in  the  Philippines  for  many 
months  of  World  War  II.  He 
was  discharged  in  1946  but  re- 
entered the  army  three  months 
later  in  response  to  a  special 
call  for  chaplains. 

He  served  for  three  years  at 
Bremerhaven,  Germany,  and  re- 
turned to  become  resident 
chaplain   at   Walter   Reed   Hos- 
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pital  in  \^  ashington,  D.  C.    He 

was      assigned      to      the      Camp 


Drake     replacement     center     in 
Tokyo  in  April,  1952.

*~-^  Ghost  Fathers  have  taken 
their  fight  against  Communism 
out  of  the  lecture  hall  and  on 
to  the  television  screen.  And 
Pittsburgh  business,  labor  and 
civic  groups  have  joined  to  co- 
operate with  the  University  in 
a  unique  program  of  weekly 
half  -  hour  television  showls 
aimed  at  explaining  how  the 
Communists  work  to  overthrow 
the  United  States  government 
and  the  governments  of  other 
free  nations. 

The  26-week  series,  beginning 
October  18  and  originating  live 
over  WDTV,  Channel  2,  will  be 
shown  in  the  form  of  investi- 
gations such  as  that  conducted 
by  the  Kefauver  Committee.  It 
is  being  produced  under  the  di- 
rection of  Rev.  John  R.  Schlicht, 
.  C.S.Sp.,  professor  of  history  and 
founder  and  director  of  Du- 
quesne University's  Institute  on 
Communism. 

Each  week,  one  witness,  who 
will  be  a  nationally-known  ex- 
Communist,  will  testify  on  the 
intentions  and  practices  of  the 
Communists      in     the      United

testify  on  his  experiences  living 
under  Red  rule  in  As.a  or 
Europe.  A  hidden  voice  will 
read  passages  from  official 
books  and  teachings  of  the 
Communist  Party. 

A  different  topic,  such  as  la- 
bor, capital,  dictatorship  of  the 
proletariat  and  various  types  of 
propaganda  will  be  discussed 
each  week.  The  program  will 
close  with  a  three-minute  sum- 
mary of  the  main  points. 

Hearing  the  case  against  Com- 
munism will  be  three  Allegheny 
County  Court  judges. 

To  be  aired  on  Sunday  aft- 
ernoons at  1  o'clock,  WDTV 
will  present  the  series  as  a  pub- 
lic service. 

ATHER  Schlicht  reports  that 
he  has  received  enthusiastic 
support  of  business,  civic,  labor 
and  women's  groups  in  Pitts- 
burgh. Actively  behind  the 
work  of  the  Institute  are  the 
Pittsburgh  Central  Labor  Un- 
ion, The  Steel  City  Industrial 
Union  Council,  The  Allegheny 
County      League      of      Women 
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(Voters,  The  Allegheny  County 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
iB'nai  B'rith  and  the  Polish 
American  Congress. 

Frederick  Heinz,  head  of  the

The  State  of  the  Missions 

By  the  Most  Rev.  Raymond  A.  Lane,  M.M.,  D.D. 


( The  following  article  is  a  condensa- 
tion of  a  sermon  preached  last  Christ- 
mas to  the  community  at  Maryknoll 
by  the  Superior  Geieral  of  the  Mary- 
knoll Fathers.  Because  it  contains  the 
enunciation  of  general  missionary 
principles  and  a  frank  analysis  of 
missionary  procedural  failures,  the 
editor  feels  it  will  interest  every 
missionary ) 

THERE  is  a  striking  similar- 
ity between  the  night  of 
Our  Lord's  birth  and  the  night 
of  His  present  rejection.  Eight 
hundred  million  people  are  re- 
stricted from  honoring  him  as 
they  would  or  are  forbidden 
entirely  to  do  so. 

Christians  all  over  the  world, 
and  I  include  bishops  and 
priests  and  our  own  members, 
have  failed  to  realize  the  nature 
of  the  enemy  and  the  pattern 
of  his  attack.  We  have  pre- 
ferred to  live  in  a  land  of  wish- 
ful thinking,  either  unconcerned 
or  not  concerned  enough  about 
a  peril  that  confronts  us  or 
about  the  complicated  causes  of 
its  growth  and  the  rapid  suc- 
cess of  the  movement.  We  are 
coming  now  to  realize  the  seri- 
ousness of  the  situation,  but  the 
majority  of  the  people  are  still 


unable  to  comprehend  it  or  even 
do  not  want  to  consider  it. 

There  is  the  crux  of  the  busi- 
ness. The  Soviets  are  not  look- 
ing for  territory  for  the  sake 
of  territory,  nor  are  they  seek- 
ing power  for  the  brief  enjoy- 
ment thereof.  No,  they  seek  to 
extend  their  domain  over  other 
lands  and  their  power  over  more 
people  because  they  are  con- 
vinced that  they  can  change  the 
world.  They  know,  however, 
that  they  cannot  change  the 
world  without  changing  the  peo- 
ple of  the  world.  Their  object 
is  a  world  without  God,  man 
without  Divinity,  and  ultimate 
apotheosis  of  the  animal  man, 
no  matter  how  degraded  man 
becomes  in  the  process.  This  is 
their  objective,  and  in  the  light 
of  it,  most  of  their  methods  are 
decidedly  effective. 

The  great  scandal  for  all  of 
us  and  the  most  disturbing  phe- 
nomenon is  to  find  that  many 
of  the  devotees  of  this  system, 
of  this  religion,  are  more  zeal- 
ous, more  loyal,  and  more  self- 
sacrificing  than  those  who  fol- 
low Christ.  The  Christian  re- 
ligion also  changes  man  —  man 
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the  composite  of  spirit  and  of 
flesh  whose  nature  has  heen 
spoiled  by  original  sin  ...  I 
am  going  to  try  to  place  hefore 
vou  clearly  some  of  the  reasons 
why  missionaries  have  failed,  so 
that  we  can  remedy  these  de- 
fects with  promptitude  and  de- 
cision .  .  .

Tomorrow  it  may  he  an  Indian 
or  an  African. 


Bishops,  priests,  Sisters,  Broth- 
ers from  Europe  and  America 
are  heing  imprisoned  and  killed, 
hut  in  most  cases  simply  re- 
jected by  the  people  to  whom 
they  once  went  as  peaceful 
messengers  of  the  Prince  of 
Peace.  Native  bishops,  priests, 
Sisters,  Brothers  are  being  ar- 
rested and  tortured  and  put  to 
death  for  Christ. 

This  is  a  period  .  .  .  for  all  of 
us  to  examine  our  missionary 
conscience.  .  .  .  The  expansion 
of  the  Church,  the  growth  of 
Christ's  Body,  the  extension  of 
the  boundaries  of  His  kingdom, 
these  are  not  the  responsibility 
of  a  few,  but  of  all  the  members 
of  Jesus  Christ.  If  the  mission- 
ers  have  a  heavier  responsibil- 
ity, one  reason  is  that  they  have 
taken  too  much  upon  them- 
selves, and  have  failed  to  re- 
mind Catholics  everywhere,  in 
season  and  out  of  season,  that 
the  missionary  obligation  is  one 
which  no  Catholic  can  escape. 

IF  Jesus  were  here  visibly  in 
our  midst  .  .  .  ,  if  we  could 
speak  to  Him  and  ask  Him  the 
meaning  of  these  troubled  times, 
He  might  very  well  refer  us  to 
His  own  example  and  His  own 
words.  "Did  I  not  tell  you,"  He  i 
might  say,  "that  pagans  could 
not  become  Christians  unless  I 
first  died  for  them?  Did  you 
think  that  you  could  make 
disciples  of  the  nations  by  argu- 
ment or  money  or  publicity? 
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''When  I  called  you  to  work 
with  Me,  I  told  you  that  you 
could  only  make  your  contri- 
hution  by  taking  up  your  cross 
and  following  in  My  steps. 
When  did  the  rules  change? 
When  have  pagan  souls  become 
cheaper?  Why  are  you  now 
tempted  to  think  of  martyrs  and 
prisoners  as  lost  to  My  cause? 
If  they  died  for  Me,  are  you  not 
sure  they  are  living  for  Me? 
How  can  you  fail  to  see  that 
their  death  is  a  promise  of  life, 
not  only  for  themselves,  but  for 
their  people? 

"These  are  birth  pangs;  if  the 
labor  seems  long  and  the  pains 
dreadful  to  bear,  it  is  not  a  lost 
labor  or  a  purposeless  pain. 
Afterwards,  in  five  or  ten  or 
twenty  years  a  new  world  will 
be  born,  and  first  of  all,  per- 
haps, ( it  is  the  Father's  secret } 
a  new  China  with  opportuni- 
ties such  as  it  never  presented 
before." 

.  .  .  We  must  try  to  see  that 
these  closing  doors  are  a  sign 
that  God  is  passing  judgment  on 
us.  They  are  a  judgment  on 
us  missioners  for  our  lack  of 
supernatural  spirit,  our  too 
great  reliance  on  merely  human 
means,  our  sins  of  omission,  our 
unenlightened  approach  to  the 
great  task  which  it  was  given 
us  to  accomplish.

The  Seventy-fifth  Anniversary  of  the  establishment  of  Duquesne  University  offers 
us  an  opportu/iity  of  appraising  the  contribution  which  it  has  made  to  the  Church 
in    this    diocese. 

In  a  very  special  way  the  University  has  rendered  to  the  Church  a  continued 
service.  It  has  helped  train  many  of  the  young  men  and  young  women  who  have 
given  their  lives  to  the  service  of  the  Church.

Death  among  American  Holy 
Ghost  Fathers  missionaries 
in  Puerto  Rico  and  Africa  oc- 
curs so  rarely  that  each  one 
comes  as  a  distinct  and  severe 
surprise. 

The  first  one  was  Father  John 
Walsh,  who  died  in  Sierra 
Leone,  West  Africa,  on  May  9, 
1897.  It  wasn't  until  48  years 
later,  on  June  12,  1945,  that  the 
word  was  cahled  home  of  the 
death  of  the  heloved  Father 
Raymond  A.  Wilhelm,  at  the 
port  City  of  Beira,  Portuguese 
East  Africa.  Father  Wilhelm 
was  returning  from  a  furlough 
in  the  United  States  when  he 
was  suddenly  stricken  ahoard 
ship  still  many  miles  from  his 
mission   in   Kilimanjaro. 

Our  latest  loss  in  Africa  was 
the  first  since  1945.  It  is  es- 
pecially poignant  to  us  hecause 
the  missionary.  Father  Joseph 
V.  Otto,  was  not  only  a  very 
young  man  (31)  hut  also  a  twin 
hrother  of  another  of  our  mis- 
sionaries in  Africa,  Father  Stan- 
ley I.  Otto.

1921.  His  parents  were  Francis 
(  recently  deceased  I  and  Regina 
Snyder  Otto.

The  twins  made  their  ele- 
mentary studies  at  St.  Barnahas 
parochial  school  in  Philadel- 
phia and  entered  Cornwells  in 
1935.  They  were  professed  at 
Ridgefield  on  August  15,  1942, 
hegan  their  studies  at  Ferndale 
immediately  after  and  received 
their  B.  A.  degrees  on  June  16, 
1944.  They  took  perpetual  vows 
on  August  15,  1945  and  pre- 
fected  at  St.  Joseph's  House  in 
Philadelphia  from  Septemher 
1945  to  Fehruary  1946. 

The    hrothers   were   ordained 
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to  the  subdiaconate  on  March 
18.  1948.  to  the  diaconate  on 
the  following  day  and  to  the 
priesthood  on  June  10  of  the 
?ame  year.  They  received  their 
B.D.  degrees  on  June  3,  1949, 
made  their  Apostolic  Consecra- 
tion on  June  5,  and  were  ap- 
pointed to  the  vicariate  of  Kili- 
manjaro I  now  the  diocese  of 
Moshi ) ,  in  East  Africa.  They 
sailed  from  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  on 
September  15  aboard  the  S/S. 
African    Enterprise. 

Quiet  by  nature,  Father  Jo- 
seph was  esteemed  by  his  fel- 
iow  missionaries  as  a  splendid 
religious  and  model  priest  and 
by  his  African  Catholics  as  a 
missionary  totally  devoted  to 
their  spiritual  welfare.  He  was 
particularly  attracted  to  the 
hearing  of  confessions  and  the 
visitation  of  the  sick  and  took 
great  pains  to  the  administra- 
tion of  the  sacraments  and  in- 
struction of  converts. 

He  became  ill  with  a  touch 
of  the  flu  on  March  23  of  this 
year.  About  a  week  later,  he 
decided  to  try  to  say  Mass  but 
found  he  could  not  continue 
and  had  to  leave  the  altar.  On 
April  1  the  doctor  was  called 
and  told  him  to  stay  in  bed 
and  r.est. 

On  Easter  Sunday  he  got  up 
<umI  started  to  say  Mass  about 
8:15.  While  saying  the  Ora- 
tion- without  warning — befell 
Straight     hack     and     struck     the 


hack  of  his  head.  He  was  car- 
ried to  the  sacristy,  revived  and 
walked  to  his  room  with  help. 

On  Easter  Mondoy  Father 
Manning  went  to  the  hospital 
in  Moshi  to  arrange  admittance. 
By  the  time  he  had  returned 
Father  Otto  had  taken  a  turn 
for  the  worse  and  the  local 
doctor  was  called  in  again.  He 
administered  penicillin  and 
heart  injections  and  decided 
the  patient  could  not  yet  be 
removed  to  the  hospital.  That 
evening,  his  twin  brother, 
Father  Stanley  was  called  from 
Kibosho. 

Father  Joe  remained  in  a 
critical  condition  throughout 
Monday  night,  receiving  peri- 
odic heart  injections.  He  ral- 
lied early  Tuesday  morning.  At 
that  time  the  doctor  was  sur- 
prised at  his  apparent  recovery. 
He  was  weak  but  in  good  form 
all  day  Tuesday. 

On  Wednesday  morning  he 
went  into  a  coma  and  the  doc- 
tor suspected  a  hemorrhage  of 
the  brain  as  a  result  of  the  fall; 
he  decided  to  remove  him  to 
the  hospital  at  Moshi.  The 
Government  doctor  confirmed 
the  diagnosis  and  the  hospital 
staff  did  all  they  could  for  him. 

His  condition  remained  un- 
changed  throughout  Wednesday 
and  Thursday.  On  Friday  morn- 
ing he  rallied  slightly  but  then 
quickly  weakened   and   without 
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regaining  consciousness,  he  died 
quietly  at  6  p.  m.,  Friday, 
April  10. 

1  HE  body  was  removed  to  Ki- 
lema  and  the  Pontificial  Fu- 
neral Mass  was  celebrated  on 
Saturday,  the  11th.  Here  at 
home  a  Funeral  Mass  was  ar- 
ranged in  Father  Otto's  home 
parish  of  St.  Barnabas  in  West 
Philadelphia. 

Very  Rev.  Francis  H.  Mc- 
Glynn  was  celebrant  of  the 
Mass.  Father  James  White  was 
deacon.  Father  Francis  Mc- 
Goivan,  sub-deacon,  and  Father 
James  Mangan,  preacher,  and 
all  had  been  fellow-missionaries 
of  Father  Otto  in  Kilimanjaro. 

Father  Stanley  Otto,  the  sur- 
viving twin,  has  written  mem- 
orable lines  to  record  both  his 
grief  and  his  reflections  on  the 
significance  of  the  sad  event. 

"I  admit  that  I  felt  great 
sorrow,  both  at  his  death  and 
at  the  funeral.  But  shortly  after 
the  burial  I  had  more  time  to 
think  and  my  sorrow  turned  to 
pride. 


'"Kilimanjaro  means  more  to 
us  America  n  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  now  than  merely  as  a 
place  of  assignment.  It  is  now 
a  part  of  us.  Joe  has  rooted 
The  American  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  to  Kilimanjaro  forever. 
This  thought,  which  came  to  me 
while  I  was  sitting  in  his  room 
resting,  gave  me  great  courage. 
It  filled  me  with  a  feeling  of 
pride — a  just  and  holy  pride. 
We  Americans  are  here  and 
we  are  now  here  to  stay. 

"I  am  selfishly  proud  because 
my  twin  brother,  half  of  me  as 
it  were,  is  the  first  to  unite  us 
so  closely  to  the  soil  of  Africa. 
True,  I  feel  sorrow,  but  I  feel 
even  greater  pride.  I  realize 
that  Joe  worked  hard  and  al- 
ways for  the  people  of  Kilema, 
whom  he  loved  so  much.  Even 
his  last  act  was  an  act  of  wor- 
ship for  his  people.  All  this 
provides  great  consolation  for 
me  ...  I  am  like  a  man  with 
one  leg  with  Joe  gone  ...  do 
not  worry  about  me  .  .  .  Joe  will 
still  take  care  of  me  as  he  al- 
ways did."

THEY  will  say,  first  of  all  .  .  . 
that  we  did  not  always  seem  to 
know  where  we  icere  going,  or 
at  least,  that  we  did  not  take 
the  shortest  road,  if  we  did 
know.  Christ  spoke  of  Himself 
as  being  sent  to  preach  the  Gos- 
pel to  the  poor:  '"Evangelizare 
panperihus  misit  me".  The 
missioners  of  the  last  century 
might  rise  up  and  say,  "'Take  it 
easy.  There  at  least  is  some- 
thing yon  can't  accuse  us  of 
having  failed  to  do.  We  cov- 
ered the  pagan  world  with  hos- 
pitals and  leper  asylums  and 
orphanages  and  homes  for  the 
poor  and  the  aged."  They 
might  seem  to  he  justified. 

But  were  they,  in  fact,  using 
the  hest  means  of  preaching  the 
gospel  to  the  poor?  Did  the 
Gospel  really  reach  the  masses 
through  such  means?  Were  we 
ever  justified  in  thinking  that 
it  would?  How  are  people 
really  reached? 

Looking  hack  now,  with  all 
the  incomparable  advantages  of 
hindsight,  it  seems  clear  that 
for  every  Chinese  or  Indian  we 
reached  with  the  Gospel  by 
such  means,  thousands  of  other 
Chinese  and  Indians  were  being 
won  over  to  a  materialistic  view 
of  life  by  means  of  the  Indians 
and  Chinese  who  had  been  edu- 


cated in  universities  in  the  coun- 
tries from  which  we  ourselves 
had  gone  forth.  Did  we  see 
what  was  happening?  Did 
enough  of  us  see  it?  All  of  us 
should  have  seen  it,  and  very 
few  in  fact  did. 

Too  many  of  us  settled  down 
in  our  little  missions  and  forgot 
the  CHINESE.  We  congratu- 
lated ourselves  on  our  50  or  100 
or  200  converts  when  we  re- 
corded them  in  a  report ;  but 
we  were  never  really  haunted 
by  the  thought  of  the  POOR, 
the  PEOPLE,  the  CHINESE. 
Perhaps  some  were  not  even 
troubled. 

|N  the  second  place,  the  future 
historian  will  probably  be  struck 
by  what  he  may  call  our  lack 
of  enthusiasm,  when  he  com- 
pares us  with  the  missioners  of 
the  early  Church  or  those  of 
the  sixteenth  century.  He  will 
see  that  we  were  good  men. 
generous  enough,  but  timid  in 
our  plans  and  narrow  in  our 
vision.  If  the  world  is  to  be- 
come Christian,  it  will  be 
through  men  filled  with  the 
Spirit  of  God,  overflowing  with 
enthusiasm  for  the  work  that 
is  theirs,  overwhelmed  by  the 
urgency  of  their  task,  lost  in 
wonder    at    the    favor    God    has 
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shown  them  by  calling  them  to 
such  a  work. 

Have  our  missioners  as  a 
group  equalled  the  enthusiasm 
of  other  groups,  the  Jehovah 
Witnesses,  for  example?  Does 
our  missionary  zeal  show  re- 
sults, over  the  last  thirty  years, 
comparable  to  the  gains  made 
by  the  Adventists?  In  1916 
they  had  880  missionaries  (all 
American ) ,  2,000  auxiliaries, 
and  only  65,000  faithful.  In 
1948  they  had  31,000  mission- 
aries of  all  countries  and  about 
700,000  faithful. 

They  have  accomplished  these 
results  by  the  enthusiam  they 
have  for  only  a  part  of  the 
Gospel  message;  does  it  not 
seem  strange  that  we  should 
not  be  able  to  command  at 
least  as  much  enthusiasm  for 
the  whole  of  it?  And  a  great 
number  of  their  recruits  were 
from  us,  from  people  who  were, 
some  of  them  at  least,  looking 
for  a  warmth  they  did  not  find 
in  the  religion  we  gave  them 
but  which  they  certainly  would 
have  found  in  St.  Paul's  com- 
munities at  Corinth  or  Thessa- 
lonica  or  Ephesus.  .  .  . 

THE  third  fault  that  may  be 
found  with  the  missionary  work 
of  the  past  century  is  the  sur- 
prisingly incomplete  identifica- 
tion of  the  missioners  with 
their  people.  St.  Paul  gives  us 
the   heart    of   his   own    method 


when  he  tells  us  that  he  aimed 
at  being  a  Jew  among  Jews,  a 
Gentile  among  Gentiles,  all 
things  to  all  men  that  he  might 
save  of  them   at   least.   .  .  . 

The  missionary  of  the  last 
century  was  frequently  a  man 
who  faced  sacrifices  heroically, 
almost  as  a  matter  of  course — 
every  sacrifice  except  that  of 
identifying  himself  completely 
with  his  people.  He  was  called 
a  "'foreign"  missionary.  He  did 
not  sufficiently  resent  that  ad- 
jective which  almost  modified 
his  name;  and  if  he  did  not  re- 
sent it,  it  was  perhaps  because 
he  permitted  himself  in  fact  to 
remain  more  of  an  alien  than 
he  need  have  been  in  his 
adopted   land.    .    .   . 

He  was  often  more  French  or 
more  Italian  or  more  American 
tli an  he  need  have  been.  Even 
his  presentation  of  the  Good 
News  was  colored  by  his  ov>n 
experience  of  Catholicism  as  he 
himself  had  known  it,  with  all 
its  accidentals  of  a  particular 
land  and  people  and  period, 
which  only  too  often  he  him- 
self confused  with  the  sub- 
stance. 

If  he  erected  Gothic  churches 
in  the  tropics,  it  was  because 
lie  knew  no  other.  And  if  mis- 
sioners were  so  slow  to  envis- 
age and  encourage  a  native 
hierarchy,  was  it  not  often  be- 
cause they  could  not  imagine 
Chinese  priests  making  good 
bishops  in  Italy?  They  had  per- 
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haps  never  taken  the  trouble 
to  ask  themselves  whether  Chi- 
nese priests  might  not  make 
very  good  bishops  for  China! 

Bishop  (Francis)  Ford  did 
not  take  traditional  missionary 
methods  for  granted.  He  was 
convinced,  for  example,  that 
assistance  to  the  poor  ought  to 
to  be  the  work  of  the  Chris- 
tians themselves,  not  of  the 
"foreign"  missioner.  He  had, 
of  course,  no  ohjection  to  see- 
in*!;  foreign  money  used  to  re- 
lieve the  needy  of  China;  but 
he  felt  very  strongly  that  it 
hindered  rather  than  advanced 
the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  for 
the  mission  itself  to  carry  on 
charitahle  activities  of  this 
kind.  .  .  . 

It  is  not  surprising  that 
(Bishop  Ford)  had  such  suc- 
cess in  providing  his  mission 
territory  with  Chinese  priests, 
miiiic  of  whom  he  quickly  pro- 
moted to  positions  of  trust  and 
responsibility .  Had  he  been 
aide  to  continue  his  work  for 
the  fifteen  or  twenty  years  more 
that  he  could  have  looked  for- 
ward to  in  normal  times,  hi? 
mission  territory  would  prob- 
ably have  been  handed  over  to 
iIh-  Chinese  clergy.  He  would 
have  boon  the  last  non-native 
bishop  of  the  diocese  as  "veil 
as  the  first.  .  .  . 

IF  the  missioners  of  the  recent 
times  have  been  a  little  too 
short-sighted,    a    little    too    satis- 


lied  with  the  status  quo;  if 
they  were  lacking  in  enthusi- 
asm and  in  the  ability  to  iden- 
tify themselves  with  their  peo- 
ple; could  they  not  with  some 
truth  claim  to  be  a  reflection 
of  the  religion  they  themselves 
had  known?  The  Church  at 
home  must  shoulder  some  of 
the  blame,  perhaps  most  of  all 
for  having  been  itself  insuffi- 
ently  missionary  in  its  own 
work  at  home.  Had  the  Catho- 
lic countries  of  Europe  in  the 
nineteenth  centuries  been  true 
models  of  Christian  faith  and 
life,  the  mission  world  would 
have  been  unable  to  resist  the 
attraction  of  Catholicism. 

The  Catholic  Church  is  not 
missionary  only  in  the  terri- 
tories which  come  under  the 
Congregation  of  the  Propa- 
ganda; it  is  missionary  every-  \ 
where.  When  the  priests  en- 
gaged in  parish  work  in  the 
home  country  are  filled  with 
the  apostolic  spirit,  they  will 
take  an  intense  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  missions  in  other 
lands,  their  parishes  will  pro- 
duce missionaries  and  mission- 
aries  on  fire  to  bring  Christ  to 
the  world.   .  .  . 

Vv  IK)  knows  what  great  bless- 
ings may  come  from  all  of  this  " 
recent  sacrifice  and  suffering? 
One  of  our  returning  mission- 
ers who  was  behind  the  curtain 
and  observed  the  situation 
closely  indicated  to  me  three  I 
things  that  are  alreadv  evident.  1 
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H<-  calls  them  the  "three  gifts," 
and  they  have  become  evidenl 
during  the  last   few  months. 

First,  there  is  a  new  point  of 
view  on  leadership.  The  Legion 
of  Mary  work  in  China  proves 
that  leadership  can  be  found  on 
all  levels  and  not  necessarily 
among  the  so-called  intellec- 
tuals; and  that  is  a  great  dis- 
covery. Secondly,  we  have  seen 
the  immense  possibilities  of  the 
lay  apostolate.  Thirdly,  the  mis- 
sioners  themselves  have  found 
their  own  zeal  greatly  expanded 
hy  the  example  and  the  work 
of  their  faithful. 

Father  Brodrick,  in  his  life 
of  St.  Francis  Xavier  (p.  161), 
says  something  very  apropos, 
and  I  should  like  to  end  on 
this  note  by  quoting  verbatim: 

It  might  be  said  with  little  exag- 
geration that  no  man  nor  woman 
can  be  the  Christian,  the  Catholic 
God  meant  them  to  be  unless  the 
need  of  the  vast  shadow  of  the 
pagan  world  is  part  of  their  con- 
sciousness and  substance  of  their 
prayers.  "Adveniat  regnum  tuum!" 
comes  easily  to  the  li/>s.  but  if  it 
is  not  also  (in  agony  in  the  heart, 
a  terrible  sigh  of  the  soul  to  God, 
it  means  nothing.

1 .  Preach  on  the  priesthood 
frequently. 

2.  Try  to  renew  ihe  interest 
every  Catholic  father  and 
mother  used  to  have  for  a 
son    in   the   priesthood'. 

3.  Talk  about  the  priesthood 
and  the  missions  to  your 
altar  boys,  athletic  teams, 
catechism  classes. 

4.  Scholastics  should  write 
frequently  to  their  old 
chums  and  boys  they  meet 
on  vacation. 

5.  Offer  some  portion  of  your 
prayers,  works  and  trials 
for  vocations  —  DIRECTLY 
and  DAILY.

As  a  general  rule,  they  who 
say  they  do  not  need  direction 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  is  enough 
for  them,  suffer  from  a  great 
illusion. 

When  you  consider  how  good 
is  the  person  who  wants  to 
serve  God,  you  will  understand 
his  urgent  need  for  direction. 
You  know  that  vices,  almost 
inborn  in  us,  forever  draw  us  to 
defection.  Self-love,  the  lure  of 
what  pleases  and  flatters  us,  the 
passion  for  pleasure,  natural 
faults  and  an  army  of  vices 
confuse  us  and  deceive  our  wills 
about  what  concerns  our  sancti- 
fication. 

But  even  if  we  abstract  from 
these  defects,  our  natural  tastes, 
character  and  reason  darkened 
by  original  sin  draw  us  away 
from  divine  things.  We  need 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
to  know  the  divine  will.  This 
guidance  is  not  given  to  every- 
body and  rarely  given  for  a 
particular    action    because    only 


the  unusually  pure  and  detached 
soul  can  accept  it.

The  students  of  today  will  be 
called  tomorrow  to  take  part 
in  the  direction  of  their  coun- 
try. God  grant  that  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Church  may  always 
animate  them  in  that  task.  It 
belongs  to  us  to  do  all  that  we 
can  to  give  them  the  proper 
preparation.

We  consider  it 
wise  to  give  to  religious  Socie- 
ties that  are  flourishing  as  re- 
gards the  number  of  members 
and  fruitful  in  the  exercise 
of  good  works,  the  assistance 
that  is  proper  to  confirm  and 
foster  their  rapid  development. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  we 
have  decided  to  appoint  a  Car- 
dinal Protector  for  the  Congre- 
gation of  the  Holy  Ghost  whose 
headquarters  are  in  Paris  and 
which  exercises  the  sacred  func- 
tion of  instructing  pagans  in 
the  precepts  of  religion  and  in 
particular  those  who  live  in 
African  countries. 

\\  e  feel  certain,  Beloved  Son, 
that  this  Congregation  which 
has  received  our  praise,  will  be 
greatly     benefited    by    the    gen- 


erous and  powerful  protection 
which  we  ask  you  to  bestow. 
Provided  with  satisfactory  in- 
formation and  after  mature  re- 
flection, we  now  address  to  you 
these  Apostolic  Letters.  In  vir- 
tue of  our  Authority  and 
through  this  Motu  Proprio  we 
appoint,  choose  and  constitute 
you,  WITH  US  AND  THIS 
APOSTOLIC  SEE,  PATRON  or 
PROTECTOR  of  the  Congre- 
gation of  the  Holy  Ghost,  its 
houses  everywhere  and  its  prin- 
ciple house  in  Paris,  with  the 
understanding  that  it  is  for  life 
and  with  all  the  customary 
honors,  privileges,  rights,  facul- 
ties and  obligations  that  are  at- 
tached to  that  function. 

Hence  we  command  all  Su- 
periors and  Religious  of  said 
Congregation,  without  excep- 
tion, to  accept  you  as  their 
Patron  and  give  you  the  respect 
that  is  your  due,  all  things  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.

In 
it  Catholic  parents  are  reminded  of  their  responsibility  relative  to 
the  Christian  education  of  their  children  whom  they  should  send 
to  the  schools  of  their  choice.  The  State  is  obliged  to  assist  in 
putting  at  the  disposal  of  the  parents  the  means  of  achieving  this 
duty  and  does  not  have  the  right  to  substitute  for  them. 

The  archbishops  and  bishops,  denying  the  principle  of  inter- 
confessional  schools,  declare  that  Catholic  schools  are  not  less 
African  than  those  built  by  local  native  authorities.

IHE  Most  Reverend  Joseph 
Byrne,  C.S.Sp.,  D.D.,  Ph.D., 
Bishop  of  Moshi,  Tanganyika 
Territory,  East  Africa,  will 
celebrate  his  Sacerdotal  Golden 
Jubilee  on  December  8  in  Kil- 
eina.  The  Jubilee  Celebrations 
will  coincide  with  the  opening 
of  the  Marian  Year. 

His  Grace,  tbe  Most  Reverend 
John  J.  McCarthy,  C.S.Sp., 
D.D.,  Archbishop  of  Nairobi. 
Kenya,  will  preach.  Neighbor- 
ing Bishops,  local  Government 
Officials  are  expected  to  attend. 

The  Jubilarian,  the  son  of 
the  late  James  and  Mary  Anne 
(  O'Meara  I  Bvrne,  was  born  on 
\pril  27,  1880,  at  Clonmel  in 
the  Diocese  of  Waterford,  Ire- 
land. His  early  education  was 
given  by  the  Christian  Broth- 
era  at  Clonmel. 

In  1892  he  entered  Rockwell 
College  at  Cash  el,  conducted  by 
the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers  of  the 
Province  of  Ireland.  He  en- 
tered tbe  Congregation  of  tbe 
Holy  Ghost  and  of  the  Immac- 
ulate lb-art  of  Mary  in  Septem- 
ber, 1898.  at  the  Paris  Noviti- 
ate and  was  professed  October 
I.    1899. 

From  1899  to  1905  he  studied 
at  the  Gregorian  University  in 
Koine,  where  he  obtained  De- 
crees in  Doctor  of  Divinity  and 
Bachelor  of  Philosophy  and 
also    at    St.    Thomas    Academy, 


he  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy. 
He  was  ordained  in  Rome  on 
December  19,  1903,  by  His 
Eminence  Cardinal  Respighi, 
Cardinal  Vicar  of  Rome. 

A  FTER  the  completion  of  his 
studies  in  Rome  he  made  his 
Apostolic  Consecration  in  the 
Congregation  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
on  June  18,  1905,  and  began 
his  missionary  apostolic  work  in 
Sierre  Leone,  West  Africa — the 
'"White  man's  grave. "  He  spent 
five  years  in  Sierre  Leone. 

In  1910  he  was  sent  to  the 
United  States  to  take  up  the 
post  of  Master  of  Novices  at 
"Ferndale,"  Norwalk.  Connecti- 
cut. From  1913  to  1921  he 
taught  Sacred  Theology  at 
Ferndale  and  at  tbe  same  time 
was  Spiritual  Director  of  the 
Senior  Seminary. 

In  1922  he  returned  to  his 
native  land  to  become  Provin- 
cial Superior,  which  post  be 
held  until  1925,  when  he  was 
called  to  the  Motherhouse  of 
the  Congregation  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  in  Paris.  He  served  as 
a  member  of  the  General  Coun- 
cil of  the  Congregation  from 
1925  to  1933. 

On  November  29,  1932,  he 
was  nominated  by  the  Holy  See 
as  Bishop  of  Vasada  and  fourth 
Vicar  Apostolic  of  Kilimanjaro, 
Tanganyika,   East    Africa.       He 
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was  consecrated  on  the  20th  of 
March,  1933,  by  his  Grace, 
Archbishop  Harty  at  Rockwell 
College. 

In  December  of  the  same 
year  he  returned  to  Africa  to 
take  possession  of  his  See  at 
Kilema,  in  succession  to  the 
late  Most  Reverend  Henry  Go- 
garty,  C.S.Sp.  The  Vicariate 
of  Kilimanjaro  had  just  been 
entrusted  to  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers  of  the  American 
Province. 

The  Jubilarian  will  celebrate 
the  20th  year  of  his  Episcopacy 
at  the  same  time  as  his  Sacer- 
dotal Golden  Jubilee. 


Kenya  and  Tanganyika. 

Bishop  Byrne  has  devoted 
his  Episcopacy  to  the  develop- 
ment of  education,  the  train- 
ing of  the  African  clergy, 
Brothers  and  Sisters. 

In  the  educational  field  he 
has  been  one  of  the  leading 
Bishops  of  Tanganyika  and  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Advis- 
ory Committee  on  African  Ed- 
ucation from  1934  to  1953.  In 
the  diocese  the  number  of  reg- 
istered schools  has  risen  to  90 
with  over  12,000  children  in 
these  schools  and  with  218  reg- 
istered teachers.

College  at  Singa  Chini,  inaug- 
urated by  his  predecessor,  has 
been  maintained  and  devel- 
oped. A  Secondary  School  at 
Umbwe  was  opened  in  1948. 
Two  boarding  schools  for  girls 
have  been  maintained  at  Kil- 
ema and  Kibosho.  Keeping 
pace  with  the  educational  de- 
velopment, Bishop  Byrne  is 
building  eight  Rural  Middle 
Schools  as  a  part  of  his  Jubilee 
Celebrations. 


missions  have  doubled  in  the 
Vicariate  of  Kilimanjaro.  The 
Vicarate  has  been  divided  into 
three  separate  Vicariates  and 
Prefectures,  those  of  Dodoma, 
Mbulu  and  Tanga. 

The  Vicariate  of  Kilimanjaro 
now  comprises  25  mission  sta- 
tions with  93,000  Catholics  out 
of  the  total  population  of 
578,000.  The  Mission  Person- 
nel includes  54  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers,  17  African  priests,  11 
Holy  Ghost  Brothers,  12  Afri- 
can Brothers,  21  Sisters  of  the 
Precious  Blood  and  91  African 
Sisters.  In  April,  1953,  the  Vi- 
cariate of  Kilimanjaro  was

1  HE  African  clergy  has  been 
the  heart  and  soul  of  his  Epis- 
copal regime.  The  Junior 
Seminary  at  Kilema  Chini  now 
has  100  junior  seminarians. 
Bishop  Bvrne  built  the  "Our 
Lady  of  the  Angels"  Seminary 
at  Kibosho  in   1937,  made  pos- 
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?ible  by  the  generosity  of  the 
late  Archbishop  Cantwell  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Archdiocese  and 
the  nriests  and  laity.  It  now 
numbers  24  senior  seminarians. 
The  diocese  has  17  African 
priests.  Bishop  Byrne  will  or- 
dain four  African  priests  on 
his  Golden  Jubilee  Day  -  -  the 
19th  of  December,  1953. 

The  African  brothers  and 
sisters  have  developed  and  ex- 
panded during  his  Episcopacy. 
The  African  brothers  of  the 
Immaculate      Heart     of     Mary, 


founded  in  1943,  now  numbers 
14  professed  members  and  29 
postulants  and  novices. 

The  African  Sisters  of  Our 
Lady  of  Kilimanjaro  have  de- 
veloped beyond  all  dreams. 
Today  the  African  Sisters  share 
the  work  in  the  missions, 
schools  and  hospitals. 

For  his  untiring  efforts  in  the 
development  of  the  African 
Clergy  and  his  long  Episcopacy. 
Bishop  Byrne  was  appointed  as 
an  Assistant  to  the  Pontifical 
Throne  in  February,  1952. 


The  Rabbi's  Son

STAR   OF  JACOB   by  Helen   Walker 
Haman.  New   York:   McKay.   $3.75. 

The  rabbi  of  Saverne,  in 
Alsace,  had  six  sons.  It  was  his 
wish  that  all  of  them  follow 
him  in  the  Jewish  ministry. 
But  all  of  them  became  Catho- 
lics, and  one  became  a  priest 
and  founder  of  the  Congrega- 
tion of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of 
the  Immaculate  Heart  of  Mary. 
This  was  Jacob  Libermann,  now 
known  as  the  Venerable  Francis 
Libermann.  His  story  is  told 
in  Star  of  Jacob  by  Helen 
W  alker  Hoinan. 

\\  hen  Jacob  Libermann  was 
born  in  1802,  no  one  could  have 
had  the  faintest  notion  of  what 
In-     would     do     with     the     fifty 


years  which  were  to  be  his  mor- 
tal span.  He  was  brought  up 
as  a  devout  orthodox  Jew,  and, 
at  20,  went  off  to  Metz  to  pur- 
sue rabbinical  studies.  His 
elder  brother  Samson  had  left 
home  earlier,  to  prepare  to  be 
a  physician.  A  remark  of  Sam- 
son's, as  he  looked  at  a  cruci- 
fix, shocked  Jacob:  "It  is  a  sub- 
lime thought  that  a  God  should 
die  for  men.  If  I  could  only 
believe    it!" 

Jacob  himself  came  to  believe 
it.  With  dread  which  could  not 
quite  offset  his  curiosity,  he 
looked  into  the  Gospels  and  was 
tremendously  moved.  His  read- 
ing of  the  skeptic  philosophers, 
paradoxically,   drew  him   closer 
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to  Christianity.  Three  of  his 
brothers  preceded  him  into  the 
Church.  Then,  in  the  providen- 
tial design,  came  his  turn,  and 
on  Christmas  Eve,  1826,  he  was 
baptized,  taking  the  name 
Francis. 

Handicapped  By  Illness 
He  would  go  farther  than 
they;  he  would  go  to  the  altar. 
He  was  received  at  St.  Sulpice 
and  began  his  seminary  course. 
Suddenly  he  was  struck  down 
by  an  illness  which  was  to  re- 
cur for  years  and  repeatedly 
postpone  his  ordination.  This 
caused  him  suffering  of  body 
and  mind;  it  also  schooled  him 
in  virtue.  He  was  recognized 
as  an  exemplar  of  holiness, 
and  as  such  had  an  extraordi- 
nary influence  on  priests  and 
fellow  students. 

With  some  of  his  seminary 
friends,  he  sought  to  found  a 
new  religious  community  to 
work  among  Negroes.  Rome 
was  not  quick  to  approve  the 
idea,  because  this  Francis  Lib- 
ermann  was  not  a  priest,  but  a 
kind  of  perpetual  seminarian, 
and  had  wretched  health.  But 
Francis  persisted  in  prayerful 
petition;  his  health  improved 
remarkably;  and  he  finally  won 
leave  to  launch  the  Congrega- 
tion of  the  Immaculate  Heart 
of  Mary.  At  the  age  of  39  he 
was  ordained. 

The  congregation  grew  rapid- 
ly, sent  missionaries  to  Haiti 
and    Africa,    and    all    promised 
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$3.75  (2  for  $7) 
plus  postage. 
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Holy  Ghost  Fathers 
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a  series  of 
staggering  reverses:  calamity 
trod  close  upon  failure.  It 
looked  as  if  the  new  venture 
would  disappear  before  it  was 
well  underway.  This,  however, 
was  only  the  trial  by  fire  which 
refines  every  new  religious  com- 
munity. Soon,  at  Rome's  bid- 
ding, the  ancient  Congregation 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  merged 
with  Francis"'  group,  and  stabil- 
ity and  progress  eventuated. 
When  Francis  died,  in  1852,  his 
work  was  secure. 

Mrs.  Homan  has  written  this 
popular  account  of  an  intrigu- 
ing and  too  little  known  figure 
with  devotion  and  her  accus- 
tomed skill.  She  has  woven  a 
wealth  of  information  into  a 
dramatic  narrative  which  car- 
ries the  reader  along  like  a  sus- 
penseful  novel. 
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DUQUESNE  JUBILEE  SERMON 


By   Father   Edward   M.   Smith 


THE  fathers  and  brothers  of 
the  Congregation  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  pause  this  day  to 
commemorate  two  and  one-half 
centuries  of  service  to  the 
things  of  God.  We  look  back 
on  the  deeds  of  our  brothers 
in  the  past,  perhaps  to  take 
some  measure  of  pride;  but. 
more  worthily,  to  snatch  a 
brand  from  the  fire  of  their 
fervor,  and  with  it  enkindle  our 
own  zeal. 

Of  pride,  there  is  much  to 
make  our  hearts  glow.  Our 
Congregation  was  founded  in 
1703,  in  the  so-called  age  of 
enlightenment,  when  the  rulers 
of  men  were  turning  a  sophis- 
ticated ear  toward  the  new 
philosophies  that  urged  the  su- 
premacy of  reason  over  faith. 
\\  bile  the  society  around  them 
exchanged  Augustine  and 
Thomas  Aquinas  for  Voltaire 
and  Diderot,  our  founder, 
Claude  Poullart  Des  Places  and 
his  companions  established  the 
Congregation  for  the  dual  pur- 
pose of  supporting  the  Vicar 
of  Christ  on  earth  in  a  dark 
hour,  and  of  spreading  the 
faith  among  those  whose  dark- 
ness was  ancient  ignorance. 

For  ninety  patient  years,  until 
the  French  Revolution  and  the 
Reign  of  Terror  almost  de- 
stroyed  them,  the   members  of 


the  Congregation  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  labored  in  France  and 
in  Africa  against  both  super- 
stitions of  sophistry  and  pag- 
anism. I  say  "patient"  years, 
for  success  was  not  glaring,  or 
even  evident — unless  one  counts 
as  success  what  goes  on  in  the 
mind  of  a  man  who  sees  a 
martyr  give  his  life  for  truth 
in  a  false  age — and  there  was 
much  of  that. 

AFTER  the  Revolution,  the 
Congregation  suffered  alternate- 
ly the  favor  and  persecution 
of  succeeding  governments.  Its 
history  is  a  story  of  violence, 
like  Calvary,  or  the  Roman 
Arena  of  the  early  martyrs.  At 
home  in  France,  there  was  the 
refined  torture  of  Rationalism; 
abroad  in  Africa  the  ravage  of 
untraced  disease.  Even  the  sea 
turned  violent,  taking  19  mem- 
bers by  storm,  before  they 
reached  their  missions.  Yet  out 
of  this  violence  came  another 
strength  —  if  not  in  numbers, 
then  surely  in  zeal.  And  of 
this,  we  are  profoundly  proud. 
For  while  it  was  the  fashion  to 
scoff  in  brilliant  satire,  there 
were  still  men  who  prayed; 
humble  men,  fierce  in  their  love 
for  God,  and  the  Congregation 
carried  on. 

In    1848,    by   the    Providence 
of    God,    the    Congregation   was 
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strengthened  by  union  with  the 
Congregation  of  the  Immacu- 
late Heart  of  Mary.  The  Holy 
Ghost  and  the  Virgin  Mary,  by 
whose  holy  conspiracy  the  In- 
carnation of  Jesus  Christ  be- 
came glorious  fact,  once  again 
united  to  bring  the  fruits  of 
Divine  Redemption  to  man- 
kind. Since  that  union,  the 
work  of  the  Congregation  has 
prospered  under  God.  Literally 
thousands  of  members  have 
carried  her  shield  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth.  From  exalted 
offices  in  the  Sacred  Congrega- 
tion of  Rome,  to  mud  hovels 
in  Africa,  the  sons  of  our  Con- 
gregation have  fulfilled  the  di- 
vine commission.  More  than  a 
hundred  have  worn  the  ring  of 
the  episcopacy;  and  theirs  and 
other  fingers  have  dressed  the 
wounds  of  lepers. 

Today,  more  than  1100  men 
of  the  Congregation  are  labor- 
ing in  Africa  alone.  Truly  we 
are  proud  of  those  who  began 
all  this,  and  never  tasted  its 
success.  It  would  never  have 
been,  without  their  patient 
fervor,  their  triumphant  faith. 
Nor  will  it  continue,  without 
equal  fervor  in  our  day.  And 
so,  we  call  them  back  in  mem- 
ory, to  fan  the  flame  of  our  own 
zeal. 

1  O  continue  our  story  of  vio- 
lence, the  rise  of  Bismarck  and 
the  "Kulturkampf"  played  a 
part  in  the  destinies  of  the  Con- 
gregation.      Ousted    from    Ger- 


many in  1870,  the  members  of 
that  province  came  to  the 
United  States,  and,  in  1878,  at 
the  request  of  the  Bishop  of 
Pittsburgh,  they  founded  Holy 
Ghost  College.  They  came  be- 
cause, as  the  Bishop  urged, 
there  was  no  opportunity  for 
higher  Catholic  education  in 
the  area.  Perhaps  they  remem- 
bered Poullart  Des  Places,  and 
Voltaire,  and  the  fight  for  truth 
was  to  begin  all  over  again. 
Perhaps  they  didn't  remember 
this  at  all.  But  they  came  to 
teach  men  to  be  true  to  God, 
and  to  withstand  the  errors  of 
even  stronger  heresies,  and 
again,  the  beginning  was  hum- 
ble. 

But  this  day  we  celebrate  the 
75th  anniversary  of  their  first 
fervor — the  75th  year  of  Du- 
quesne  University.  From  their 
day  to  ours,  the  story  includes 
a  host  of  men  whose  lives  were 
given  in  the  cause  of  the  Catho- 
lic ideal.  There  were  great 
sacrifices,  and  heartaches,  and 
bitter  disappointments.  But 
there  were  unmeasured  com- 
forts, too.  Along  with  so  many 
others,  I  have  known  the  glow- 
ing warmth  of  heart  that  comes 
with  the  greeting  of  a  former 
student  whose  life  mirrors  the 
teachings  of  Duquesne;  par- 
ticularly the  full  sense  of  ac- 
complishment one  feels,  when 
a  brother  priest  pays  acknowl- 
edgement for  the  training  he 
received   at  our  hands. 

But  I  must  quickly  pay  trib-

ute  to  that  fervent  legion  of  lay 
men  and  women  who  worked 
with  the  Holy  Ghost  Fathers 
to  bring  success  to  Duquesne. 
This  is  equally  their  celebra- 
tion, for  their  part  in  her  de- 
velopment was  equally  intimate 
and  heroic.  Those  of  us  who 
have  heen  privileged  to  work 
with  them,  will  ever  remember 
their  devotion.  Indeed,  there 
is  strong  temptation  to  sing  the 
names  of  so  many  whose  sac- 
rifices were,  if  anything,  greater 
than  those  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
Fathers. 

W E  look  hack  on  the  past,  on 
an  anniversary,  not  merely  to 
glory  in  what  lias  gone  before; 
we  look  back  to  recapture  zeal 
for  the  future.  And  for  Du- 
quesne. that  zeal  is  a  desperate 
need.  Our  early  fathers  and 
brothers  struggled  to  keep  lit 
the  torch  of  truth;  and  the 
struggle  is  no  less  a  battle  now. 

For  every  student  who  is 
taught  the  doctrine  of  an  im- 
mortal soul,  there  are  a  thou- 
sand taught  there  is  no  soul; 
for    every    boy    or    girl    who    is 


taught  the  Catholic  ethic  of 
good  and  evil,  there  are  un- 
counted numbers  who  learn 
that  there  is  only  the  useful, 
and  the  pleasant;  for  every  boy 
or  girl  who  accepts  your  proof 
for  the  existence  of  God,  there 
are  hundreds  and  hundreds 
who  borrow  Voltaire's  cynical 
smile,  when  the  name  of  God 
is  mentioned.  For  every  teacher 
in  a  Catholic  college  who  de- 
mands respect  for  the  things  of 
God,  there  are  hundreds  who 
teach  the  unbridled  liberty  of 
Pragmatism — so  that  the  flame 
of  eternal,  unchanging  truth  is 
all  but  smothered. 

We  must  feed  that  flame  with 
our  zeal,  as  did  those  whose 
memory  we  revere  today.  The 
light  must  be  taken  out  from 
under  the  bushel,  and  restored 
to  the  mountain  top.  This  is  a 
high  crusade  to  which  all  men 
of  good  purpose  are  invited. 
May  Almighty  God  prosper 
the  works  of  our  Congregation, 
both  here  at  Duquesne,  and  in 
the  Missions.  May  we,  the 
present  members,  earn  the 
blessing  of  those  who  passed 
the  flame  into  our  hands.

1905-1953 


MEN  of  many  talents  popu- 
late the  pages  of  the  story 
of  our  Province.  If  Carlyle  he 
correct,  our  history  demanded 
these  men  and  raised  them  up 
in  heroic  proportions.  This  is 
the  biography  of  another  of 
these  gifted  men. 

In  his  comparatively  brief 
(48  years  I  of  life.  Father  John 
Manning  served  God  and  the 
Congregation  eminently  in  sev- 
eral spheres.  Teacher,  scholar, 
educator,  administrator,  preach- 
er and  pastor — he  filled  his  life 
with  honor  and  distinction  and 
well  deserved  the  respectful 
title  of  "Gentleman  John'"'  for 
his  personal  manners  and  hear- 
ing. Those  who  knew  him  in- 
timately trace  these  latter  traits 
to  his  gracious  mother,  a  rela- 
tive of  the  Irish  poet,  John 
O'Casey. 

Born  in  Philadelphia  on 
August  12,  1905,  John  Manning 
began  his  schooling  at  Holy 
Cross  Academy,  New  York  Citv, 
in  1909.  He  attended  St.  Thom- 
as' parochial  school  in  Phila- 
delphia in  1910  and  St.  Mon- 
ica's from  1911  to  1918,  when 
he  entered  Holy  Ghost  Mission- 
ary College  in  Cornwells  as  a 
scholastic. 

In  1923,  John  went  to  the 
novitiate    at    Ridgefield,    Conn.,

and  made  his  profession  on 
August  15,  1924.  He  made  his 
perpetual  vows  at  Ferndale  on 
May  11,  1928,  was  ordained  to 
the  subdiaconate  on  May  12,  to 
the  diaconate  on  June  11,  and 
to  the  priesthood  on  August 
25,      1928.       Father      Manning 
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made  his  Apostolic  Consecra- 
tion on  June  15.  1929. 

FATHER  Manning's  first  ap- 
pointment was  as  sub-master  of 
novices  at  Ridgefield.  In  1931 
lie  was  transferred  to  Notre 
Dame  parish  in  Chippewa 
Falls,  Wisconsin.  It  was  here, 
under  the  inspiration  of  the 
venerable  scholar  Father  James 
McGurk,  pastor,  that  Father 
Manning  discovered  his  interest 
in  the  writings  of  Dante  which 
later  formed  an  important  part 
of  his  scholarly  career. 

In  1935,  Father  Manning 
joined  the  faculty  at  Duquesne 
University  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 
Here  he  taught  courses  in  Eng- 
lish composition,  aesthetics  and 
the  philosophy  of  music  and 
in  1936,  became  dean  of  men 
and  dean  of  the  School  of 
Music. 

Long  a  student  of  compara- 
tive literatures  in  the  Romance 
Languages  and  conversant  in 
Italian  and  French,  Father 
Manning  obtained  a  leave  of 
absence  from  the  University  in 
1938  to  enroll  at  the  University 
of  Rome  in  Italy  for  an  inten- 
sive comparative  study  of  the 
theology  of  Dante  and  the 
Sutnma  of  St.  Thomas.  In 
1939,  he  took  a  master's  degree 
from  I  In*  University  of  Rome 
and  returned  to  his  professional 
and  administrative  posts  at  Du- 
quesne  where  he  remained 
until     1944. 


Among  his  extracurricular  ac- 
tivities at  the  University,  Father 
Manning  actively  engaged  in 
the  work  of  the  Knights  of  Co- 
lumbus, the  Musicians  Club  of 
Pittsburgh,  the  Italian  Cultural 
Club  and  served  as  chaplain  of 
the  Alpha  Phi  Omicron  so- 
rority. 

Distinguished     in     the 

Pittsburgh  area  for  his  Sunday 
and  Lenten  sermons,  Father 
Manning  began  the  intensive 
phase  of  his  preaching  career 
in  1944  when  he  became  su- 
perior of  the  Province's  Mis- 
sion Band  with  headquarters 
at  Our  Lady  of  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  parish  in  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.  He  preached  in  many 
pulpits  of  the  United  States, 
most  noteworthy  of  which 
were  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral  in 
New  York  City  and  the  Shrine 
of  the  Little  Flower  at  Royal 
Oak,  Michigan.  He  preached 
many  times  at  the  latter 
church,  conducted  its  annual 
novena  to  the  Holy  Ghost  and 
returned  even  after  he  had  as- 
sumed  his  next   assignment. 

In  1947,  with  the  discontinu- 
ation of  the  Mission  Band, 
Father  Manning  became  pastor 
at  Notre  Dame  in  Chippewa 
Falls.  He  held  this  post  until 
his  death  at  St.  Joseph's  Hos- 
pital there  on  August  17,  1953. 
He  had  suffered  silently  and 
unknown  to  his  confreres  for 
four  years  from  a  heart  ailment 
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and  earlier  this  year  had  been 
stricken  with  several  severe 
heart  attacks  which  had  hos- 
pitalized him. 

Father  James  Manning,,  his 
younger  brother  on  leave  from 
the  diocese  of  Moshi,  celebrated 
the  Solemn  High  Requiem  Mass 
at  Notre  Dame  on  August  21 
and  Very  Rev.  Francis  H.  Mc- 
Glynn,  provincial  superior, 
celebrated  the  Mass  at  the 
church  of  Our  Lady  of  the 
Blessed     Sacrament     in     Phila- 


delphia on  August  24.  Inter- 
ment was  in  the  community 
cemetery  at  Cornwells  Heights. 

Surviving  in  Father  Mann- 
ing's immediate  family  are 
Father  James,  named  above, 
and  a  sister,  Mrs.  V.  M.  Rea- 
gan, of  Bala-Cynwyd,  Pa., 
widow  of  the  late  James  R. 
Reagan,  Jr.,  founder  and  dean 
of  the  Philadelphia  College 
Law.

— The  following 
is  an  explanation  of  the  decree 
of  the  Sacred  Penitentiary  in 
Rome,  granting  special  indul- 
gences on  the  occasion  of  the 
Marian  Year  proclaimed  hy 
Pius  XII  for  Decemher  8,  1953, 
to  Decemher  8,  1954.  The  sum- 
mary was  prepared  by  the  Rev. 
John  J.  Danagher,  CM.,  J.C.D., 
an  eminent  canonist  who  is  a 
professor  at  St.  Thomas'  Semi- 
nary. 

Summary  and  Contents 
The     Marian     \ear     extends 
from  Decemher  8,  1953,  to  De- 
cemher 8,  1954. 

A)  PLENARY  INDUL- 
GENCE and  he  gained  hy  any 
of  the  faithful: 

1  I  Under  the  "usual"  condi- 
tions" of  Confession,  Commun- 
ion, a  visit  to  a  church,  and 
prayers  for  the  Pope's  inten- 
tions (  Pater,  Ave,  Gloria  I  suf- 
fice: 

2)  Save  that  THE  VISIT  is 
to  he  made  to  a  church  (tem- 
plum  I  erected  in  honor  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin.

previously  enumerated.  When  a 
visit  to  such  a  church  is  neces- 
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sary,  the  decree  speaks  of  "prae- 
fatis  conditionibus"  or  "eadem 
templa."  Here  it  says  only 
"christifideles  qui.  uti  supra 
dispositi." 

C  i  Plenary  Indulgence  can 
be  gained  every  day  of  the 
Marian  Year: 

1 )  In  addition  to  the  spirit- 
ual favors  outlined  above; 

2 )  By  any  of  the  faithful  who 
fulfill  the  "usual  conditions;" 

3 1  Making  the  prescribed 
visit,  in  this  case,  to  a  special 
sanctuary    I  shrine  I  : 

a  I  Where  the  Blessed  Virgin 
is  honored  by  very  special  de- 
votion: 

h  i  And  where  crowds  of  pil- 
grims are  accustomed  to  come 
to  visit,  even  from  distant 
places. 

Dl  Every  altar  dedicated  to 
Our  Blessed  Mother  will  he  a 
privileged  altar  during  the  en- 
tire Marian  year. 

NOTE  1:  The  "sacred  func- 
tion in  honor  of  Our  Blessed 
Mother'"  would  he  verified  in 
the  services,  for  example,  of 
tin    Miraculous  Medal  Novena. 

NOTE  2:  The  concession  of 
Canon  929  does  not  apply  when 
there  is  question  of  having  to 
vi>it  a  determinate  church,  e.g., 


a  Franciscan  church  for  the 
Portiuncula  indulgence.  The 
same  would  apply  in  the  pres- 
ent instance,  because  the  visit 
must  he  made  to  a  church  dedi- 
cated to  our  Blessed  Mother. 
Therefore,  those  living  in  con- 
vents, seminaries,  etc.,  may  not 
use  Canon  929  to  make  these 
visits  to  the  chapel  of  their 
own  institution. 

NOTE  3:  However,  the  con- 
fessor's power  of  commuting, 
even  outside  of  Confession, 
works  prescribed  for  an  indul- 
gence, can  he  used  to  commute 
the  required  visit  to  a  particu- 
lar church,  even  for  the  gain- 
ing of  a  toties  quoties  or  the 
Portiuncula  Indulgence.  (Code 
Comm.,  January  19,  1940;  AAS. 
32-62 ) .  Ergo  the  power  of 
Canon  935  can  he  used  for  the 
present  indulgences.  However, 
authors  agree  that  the  commu- 
tation is  effective  only  for  a 
place  where  there  actually  is 
such  a  privileged  church.  (Cfr. 
De  Angelis,  De  Indulgentiis,  ed. 
1950,  n.  101 1 . 

(In  some  papers  last  week, 
because  of  an  error  in  an 
NCWC  dispacth,  Christmas  was 
given  as  one  of  the  days  of 
plenary  indulgence  for  the 
Marian  \ear.  This  should  have 
said  the  Feast  of  the  Nativity 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary, 
September   8). 
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Fathers  Hyland  and  Brooks  Pass  Away 


TWO  more  Fathers  died  in 
the  Province  in  the  early 
days  of  Decemher.  This  brings 
to  ten  the  total  number  of 
deaths  in  the  Province  during 
the  year  1953,  nine  Fathers  and 
one  Brother. 

Father  James  Hyland,  pastor 
of  Our  Lady  of  the  Valley 
Church  in  Hemet,  California, 
died  on  December  6.  He  had 
undergone  an  operation  for  the 
correction  of  a  gall  bladder  ail- 
ment and  had  failed  to  respond. 

On  December  10,  Most  Rev. 
Charles  F.  Buddy,  D.D..  bishop 
of  San  Diego,  celebrated  a  Pon- 
tifical Mass  of  Requiem  and 
preached  the  eulogy  for  Father 
Hyland.  Interment  was  in  the 
community  plot  of  the  parish 
ceemtery,  R.  I.  P. 

Seriously  hi  of  leukemia 

since  September,  Father  Robert 
Brooks  of  the  Rock  Castle  com- 
munity,    died     in     Misericordia 


Hospital,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  on 
the  morning  of  December  9. 
Father  John  McGlade,  director 
of  St.  Joseph  House  in  Phila- 
delphia, attended  Father 
Brooks  in  his  last  moments. 

Father  Brooks  was  stricken 
shortly  after  his  arrival  at 
Rock  Castle  and  was  removed 
to  a  Richmond,  Va.,  hospital 
where  his  case  was  diagnosed 
as  very  critical.  He  had  been 
transported  to  Philadelphia  for 
further  specialized  treatment. 

Informed  of  his  fatal  illness 
several  weeks  before  the  end, 
Father  Brooks  had  accepted  his 
cross  cheerfully  and  with  per- 
fect religious  resignation  and 
from  that  time  to  the  end, 
never  referred  to  his  condition. 

The  funeral  Mass  was  cele- 
brated at  the  Church  of  Our 
Lady  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
on  Friday,  December  12  at  10 
a.  m.  Interment  was  in  the 
community  cemetery  at  Corn- 
wells  Heights,  Pa.    R.  I.  P. 


False  Fear  of  Too  Few  Priests

it  ever  become  impossible  to  keep  the  present  number,  it  is  better  to  have  a  few 
good   priests   than   a    multitude    of   bad    ones."
